How striking and strong the Scripture 
symbols of Ged’s protection in the life of 
His child!

an present help in trouble” (Ps. 
Strength 46:1). 

“Our refuge” suggests a place 

of security—a hiding place from threat- 

ening foe or overwhelming storm. Our 
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doubt parents have much to do 

with this decline. However, our 
churches should examine themselves to 
discover whether they have the dynamic 
message that once held the attention of 
parents and children. 

What was the old-time story of the 
farmer attending his first church con- 
vention? After the convention’s close, his 
pastor asked how he enjoyed it, and the 
farmer responded something like this: 
“Oh, it was all right and I liked it. But 
there was one thing I didn’t understand 
—all that discussion of how to get people 
to come to church. 

“When I go to a farm convention,” 
said the farmer, “I never hear them dis- 
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cuss how to get the animals to come up to 
the trough. They seem to know that if 
they put out good food the creatures will 
come to get it.”

There is much agitation in church 
circles concerning what is called dispen- 
sationalism. Evidently there is growing 

opposition to any suggestion 
The Study that the Bible exhibits sev- 
of Dispen- eral dispensations. 
sations We feel there are two ex- 

tremes in this matter. Some 
go to seed on the subject. They divide 
and subdivide, detaching verses and sec- 
tions here and there, until the Word of 
God loses its unity and continuity. Oth- 
ers ignore or, as we have indicated, 
deny anything of a dispensational na- 
ture. 

One of the emphatic claims of the 
deniers is that dispensationalism is a 
modern device. They say the Church 
Fathers and later theologians knew 
nothing of such a plan in Scripture, and 
some even go so far as to attach the 
name of Scofield to the method. 

Knowing full well that it doesn’t prove 
over much, we would like to give a bit 
of evidence which at least shows the idea 
is not new, as some of the critics claim. 
The quotation is from William Gouge, 
writer of a great, though lengthy work, 
on the Epistle to the Hebrews. He was 
born in 1575. 


“As God at first made all things in six 


days, and rested the seventh, so He con- 
tinued to govern the world in six dis- 
tinct times, which may be accounted as 
six days of the great week of the world, 
and eternity following, an everlasting 
Sabbath. 

“The first of these days was from 
Adam to Noah; in it the covenant of 
grace was first made to man. 

“The second was from Noah to Abra- 
ham; in it that covenant was renewed. 

“The third was from Abraham to 
David; in it that covenant was appro- 
priated to Abraham and his seed. 

“The fourth was from David to the 
captivity of Israel; in it that covenant 
was established in a royal line. 

“The fifth was from their captivity to 
Christ’s coming in the flesh; in it as 
the brightness of that covenant was 
eclipsed by the captivity, so it was re- 
vived by Israel’s return out of the cap- 
tivity, and re-edifying the temple. 

“The sixth was and still is, and shall 
be from Christ’s first coming in the flesh 
to His second coming in glory, even to 
the end of the world. In it that cove- 
nant, most clearly and fully laid open, 
. was most firmly and inviolably ratified. 
Now, when the sixth day, which is the 
last day, is come, then the end of the 
week may well be said to be at hand, 
and the coming of the Lord, following 
thereupon, to draw nigh.” 

In addition to being a Hebrew and 
Greek scholar, Dr. Gouge spent much 
time familiarizing himself with the Eng- 
lish Scriptures. Perhaps some hard 
worked pastor or student will be encour- 
aged by his example. We quote his 
biographer, who writes of his day at 
Cambridge University as follows: 
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“He lived in the college nine years, 


_ and in all that time (but when he went 


out of town to his friends) he was never 
absent from morning prayers in the 


chapel, which used to be half an hour 


before six; yet he used to rise so long 
before he went to the chapel, as he 
gained time for his secret devotions, and 
for reading his morning task of Scrip- 
ture; for he tied himself to read every 
day fifteen chapters in English of the 
sacred Scripture, five in the morning, 
five after dinner, before he fell upon 
his ordinary studies, and five before he 
went to bed. He hath been often heard 
to say, that when he could not sleep in 
the night time, he would in his mind 
run through distinct chapters of Scrip- 
ture in their order, as if he had heard 
them read, so deceiving the tediousness 
of his waking, and depriving himself also 
sometimes of the sweetness of his sleep- 
ing hours, though by a better and great- 
er sweetness; for he found the medita- 
tion of the Word to be sweeter to him 
than sleep.”

Apprebended of 
Christ Jesus 


The carnal mind, in love with sin, is 
yet selfishly alarmed about the conse- 
quences of sin. If the hope of impunity 

in it could be cherished, what 


An is there to check the indul- 
Old-time gence of it? 
Editorial Many men, consequently, 


cannot understand the stren- 
uous prosecution of the spiritual conflict 
by believers who are assured of their 
acceptance in Christ; and construe every- 
thing in Scripture relating to diligence in 
service and strenuousness in the conflict 
as indicating a terrible uncertainty about 
the issue, and as inspired by a slavish 
fear of hell. 

When they read the admonition, “Work 
out your own salvation with fear and 
trembling,” they overlook the argument, 
“for it is God that worketh in you, both 
to will and to do.” When they read of 
running and wrestling, they overlook the 
assurance, “I, therefore, so run, not as 
uncertainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air.” 

They cannot understand how the very 
certainty of success should lend fleetness 
to the foot of the racer; or how the arm 
of the combatant should be nerved by 
the thought that “in all these things we 
are more than conquerors through him 
that loved us.” 

In the same way, these men misinter- 
pret the apostle’s abnegation of his own 
righteousness and strength. “Not as 
though I had already attained, either 
were already perfect: but I follow after, 
if that I may apprehend that for which 
also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 3:12). 

The apostle is cautioning the saints 
against all confidence in themselves. 
“Rejoicing in the Lord” is contrasted with 
“confidence in the flesh.” Whether such 
confidence might proceed from distinc- 
tion of birth and ceremonial perfection, 
such as the Jews boasted, or attainments, 








gifts, service, and sacrifices, in which 
Christians might be disposed to find 
satisfaction, Paul, doubtless, stood pre- 
eminent in the view of these Philippians. 

Of the first he says: “But what things 
were gain to me these I counted loss for 
Christ.” After all the distinctions and 
conceits of Saul the Pharisee were re- 
nounced, it might still appear that the 
spiritual attainments, the extraordinary 
gifts, the distinguished services of Paul 
the apostle, who was “in labors more 
abundant than the rest, in stripes above 
measure, in prisons more frequent, in 
deaths oft,” placed him in a position of 
security and honor out of the ranks of 
ordinary Christianity, and where he had 
something whereof to boast. But of 
these he says: “Yea, doubtless, and I 
count all things but loss for the excel- 
lency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord.” 

The things which he had sacrificed he 
counted but dross; righteousness of his 
own he had none, and his only con- 
fidence was in the righteousness which is 
of God by faith. He was still conscious 
that in him, that is, in his flesh, dwelt 
no good thing. He was still, in weakness 
and nothingness, struggling on in the 
strength of the Lord, with the feeblest 
believer, toward the mark of the prize 
of our high calling, which was not yet 
his in actual possession. 

He had not yet apprehended it; it was 
not yet in his grasp, but there was no 
uncertainty as to the issue, for he had 
been apprehended or laid hold of by 
Christ Jesus for this very end. He was 
kept by the power of God through faith 
unto salvation, ready to be revealed in 
the last time. It was a security common 
to the apostle and the humblest of the 
flock. But no security could be more 
complete than the word of incarnate 
truth and love, “They shall never perish, 
neither shall any pluck them out of my 
hand.” 

Thus he would have all believers 
minded—themselves nothing, Christ all; 
their rejoicing only in the Lord, and, in 
their weakness and the vileness of the 
flesh, looking for Him “who shall change 
our vile body that it may be fashioned 
like unto his glorious body, according to 
the working whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself’—James 
Inglis, 1864.

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Y THE WHICH WILL we are 
sanctified through the of- 
fering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all” (Heb. 
10:10). “Jesus Christ once 

for all.” 

He is “once for all” in the creation of 
this entire universe. “All things were 
made by him; and without him was not 
anything made that was made” (John 
1:3). When in the beginning God spoke 
the creating words, there was more to 
them than the mere utterance of God. 
The words were the mighty power of the 
Son of God bringing these worlds into 
being. 

Jesus is “once for all” in preservation, in 
all the multitudinous providences of life. 
“Whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father may be 


glorified in the Son” (John 14:13) is the | 


open sesame to the treasures of God. 

The name of Jesus gives us the only 
right we have to go to God in prayer. 
Does God answer an unsaved man’s 
prayer? Except for the cry, “God be mer- 
ciful to me, a sinner,” He unqualifiedly 
does not. There is only one way to come to 
God, and that is in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

If you do not have that name in salva- 
tion, or if after you are saved you fall 
into sin, your prayers will go unheeded 
and unanswered. “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear me” 
(Ps. 66:18) is still in the Book. It is pos- 
sible to say so-called prayers and have 
them bring a malediction instead of a 
benediction, a curse instead of a blessing. 
Unless our hearts are right, unless we 
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Thrilling assurance and joy

come in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, our prayers are an insult to God. 

I am sure you will further agree with 
me that Jesus Christ is “once for all” not 
only in creation, not only in preservation, 
but above all in redemption. “In whom 
we have redemption through his blood, 
the forgiveness of sins, according to the 
riches of his grace” (Eph. 1:7). There is 
no redemption outside of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Jesus Christ is “once for all” in the 
prophecies, in the types, in the sacrifices, 
in all the revelations of the Bible, in all 
the manifestations of God to the children 
of men. Thank God, Jesus Christ is “once 
for all” yesterday, “once for all” today, 
“once for all” forever, “once for all” with 
God, “once for all” with men, and some 
victorious day He will be “once for all” 
with the devil, when He chains the ad- 
versary forever in the pit of hell. In these 
verses in Hebrews there are three won- 
drous things brought to our hearts. 


FE. IRST, JESUS CHRIST is “once 
for all” in atonement. “For by one offer- 
ing he hath perfected forever them that 
are sanctified” (Heb. 10:14). There re- 
mains no more to be done. Christ Jesus 
once in the end of the world appeared 
and completed the work He began (Heb. 
9:26). 

He is “once for all” in atonement in the

superiority of the sacrifice. You 
do not have to have much the- 
ological training to understand 
that His atoning body and blood 
were worth more than all the 

combined universe put together. The su- 
periority of Jesus over the world He 
created is so manifestly evident that it 
needs no amplifying, explaining, or 
illustrating. 

He is “once for all” in the atonement 
not only in the superiority of the victim, 
but also in the virtue of His blood. Sup- 
pose I were living in the time of the tem- 
ple. I have sinned. I bring’a sacrifice, 
and the priest places it for me on the 
altar before God. That sacrifice would 
take away that particular sin. But the 
virtue of Jesus’ blood is for every sin, for 
every sinner, for ail time, for all eternity. 

Jesus is “once for all” in atonement not 
only because of the superiority and the 
value of His sacrificial blood, not only 
because of the exceeding virtue of it, but 
also because of the perpetuity of God’s 
acceptance of the cross. “For by one of- 
fering He hath perfected forever them 
that are sanctified.” 

There -is no possibility of ever falling 
so far from grace that the superiority, 
the virtue, the perpetuity of the shed 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ will lose 
its power to redeem. Our salvation de- 
pends on the tremendous verity that 
“Jesus Christ once for all,” for all men, 
for all sin, for all time, for all eternity, 
made satisfactory propitiation. 


"iis SECOND THING IN THIS 
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text is that Jesus Christ is “once for all” 
in enthronement. “But this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for sins for- 
ever, sat down on the right hand of God” 
(Heb. 10:12). “Wherefore God also hath 
highly exalted him, and given him a 
name which is above every name: that 
at the name of Jesus every knee should 
bow, of things in heaven, and things on 
earth, and things under the earth, and 
that every tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father” (Phil. 2:9-11). 

The enthronement of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is God’s amen to His atonement. 
God, in raising Jesus from the dead, in 
taking Him back to Himself in glory, in 
setting Him at His own right hand, ac- 
cepted forever His atoning blood as a 
satisfactory offering for our sins. 

It was Lockyer who said that the res- 
urrection is God’s receipt for Calvary. 
If Jesus Christ had been ten thousand 
times the man that He was; if He had 
died not once but a thousand times, I for 
one would doubt His ability to save, 
doubt the effectiveness of His shed blood 
had He not been raised from the dead. 
When God rolled away the stone from 
the tomb; when Jesus came out conquer- 
or over death and the grave, God, crown- 
ing Him with all the crowns of the ages, 
put into His hands all authority in heav- 
en and in earth. 

Because of this matchless display of 
power, I am compelled to accept the 
atonement of the Lord Jesus Christ as 
sufficient for my sins. I can have no 
doubt. If I believe in the resurrection 
and ascension of Jesus Christ, it is easy 
for me to believe that I am justified by 
His precious blood. It is easy for me to 
say amen to Paul, when he says, “Being 
justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ’ 
(Rom. 5:1).

J ESUS CHRIST IS ENTHRONED as 
King. He is Lord of lords. The Bible 
says, “All authority is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.” God said to His 
Son away back yonder before Bethle- 
hem’s manger, before Calvary’s cross, 
“Ask of me, and I shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the 
uttermost parts of the earth for thy pos- 
session” (Ps. 2:8). 

My friends, that’s where we who are 
the children of God stand. If the Lord 
has given Jesus the heathen for an in- 
heritance, somewhere down the line He 
will come to possess them, to rule over 
them. There must be a physical, posses- 
sive sovereignty coming. It cannot be in- 
terpreted in any other way than that 
Jesus will be ultimately enthroned over 
the affairs of the world. 

“Heathen” means the Gentiles. God 
will also give Jesus the Jews. One day 
God will give His Messiah physical over- 
lordship on the throne of David in Jeru- 
salem, over David’s people. The Jews ac- 
cept that, although they deny that Jesus 
is the Messiah. 

There is a time coming when Jesus will 
rule over Germany, Italy, Russia, Japan, 
England, America, over all the rest of the 
nations. All empires, kingdoms, repub- 
lics, sovereignties will bow before Him, 
confessing Him Lord of all. Thank God! 
I am jealous when anything is taken 
away from His glory. Yet I do not have 
to be. He can well take care of Himself. 
He will work it out after His own good 
pleasure and in His own good time. I be- 
lieve as did Job, that I shall see Jesus in 
my fiesh. I am hoping, and trusting, and 
praying, and waiting, and in a small way 
working, for that day. It will be glorious 
to behold my Redeemer in all of the pan- 
oply of heaven, holding in His hand the 
God-promised scepter of His father 
David. 

Jesus is enthroned not only as King, 
but also as Priest. He is a Priest forever, 
after the order of Melchizedek, without 
beginning or ending of days, without 
father or mother. He has been enthroned 
our High Priest, and is in the Holy of 
Holies interceding for us. 

He is not like a man, who can die or 
sin away his right to be a priest. He is 
without spot or blemish, without chang- 
ing or variableness.

His blood is the atonement 
He offers as He pleads for us day and 
night. 

I can fully subscribe to the statement 
of Paul when he says, “He is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them” (Heb. 
7:25). 

Jesus Christ is “once for all” in en- 
thronement. God accepted His atone- 
ment for our sins, crowning Him with the 
crowns of eternity, giving Him the power, 
the prestige, and the promise of a high 
priesthood that shall know no end, of a 
kingdom that shall outlast time. 


2 WILL FIND ONE MORE 
thing in this text. “From henceforth ex- 
pecting till his enemies be made his foot- 








stool” (v. 13). Not only is there an atone- 
ment, not only is there an enthronement, 
but, thank God, there is coming a time 
of dethronement, when the Lord Jesus 
Christ shall triumph over all His ene- 
mies, and we also shall be gloriously vic- 
torious in Him and through Him. 

There are three enemies the Lord Jesus 
Christ faces right now. We face them 
also, we the children of God. First, there 
are the kings of this earth, the dictators, 
the unbelieving rulers, the leaders of men 
and nations who are trying to establish a 
worldly program. Second, there is Satan 
himself with all his wiles, his machina- 
tions, and cruel power. The third enemy 
is death. 

The first enemy whom the Lord Jesus 
Christ will overthrow at His coming is 
the kings of this earth, the so-called 
mighty ones, who put themselves above 
God. “The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ; and he shall reign forever 
and ever” (Rev. 11:15). That is God’s 
answer to all those who try to build a 
house or a nation without God. 

The second enemy the Lord Jesus 
Christ will overthrow is Satan. “And the 
devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone, where the 
beast and the false prophet are, and shall 
be tormented day and night for ever and 
ever” (Rev. 20:10). Just think of it! 
There is coming a world without Satan, 
a world without sin. Wouldn’t you like to 
live in a world like that? Thank God, 
you may, in and through and by the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

The last enemy Jesus will overthrow 
will be death. “And death and hell were

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A candid appraisal of the problem 
of peace, which raises pertinent 
questions sometimes ignored

CCORDING TO POPULAR OPINION, the 
first World War was fought to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. The second World War has 
reached the stage where victory 

seems assured for the Allied Nations. 
Men of high ideals are striving now to 
formulate a basis for peace which will 
prevent a third World War. The goal to 
be attained is usually described as “a 
just and enduring peace.” 

Numerous documents and statements, 
both official and unofficial, have been 
prepared which outline the peace to 
come. The war and peace aims of the 
United Nations have been briefly set 
forth in the famous Atlantic Charter and 
in President Roosevelt’s four freedoms. 
Catholics, Jews, and Protestants have is- 
sued separate statements on world peace, 
but recently all three agreed on a seven- 
point program for peace. This so-called 
“three faith declaration” has received 
wide publicity, doubtless more because of 
its authorship than because of its con- 
tent. 

The Christian who believes the Bible, 
understands that no permanently en-

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during peace will be established until 


Christ comes to reign. He therefore re- 
serves a critical attitude toward the 
present peace proposals. This does not 
mean that he is lacking in patriotism or 
in conviction as to the righteousness of 
the cause of the United Nations. He 
knows that the Nazi philosophy seeks 
not only to destroy freedom, but also 
Judaism and Christianity. He realizes 
that the war must be won at whatever 
cost. However, he cannot share the faith 
that a man-made millennium will fol- 
low a United Nations’ victory. 

It is generally agreed in the peace 
pronouncements that an enduring peace 
must be based upon righteousness. The 
statement on “A Just and Enduring 
Peace,” issued by the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, features the quota- 
tion, “The work of justice shall be 
peace” (Isa. 32:17). The first of the seven 
principles for peace in the “three faith 
declaration” is that the moral law of 
God must govern the nations. 

This means that righteousness must 
be extended to the injured and op- 
pressed, following the war. The enslaved 
nations must be freed. Property should 
be restored. The rightful boundaries of 
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nations should be re-established where 
they have been violated. But all of this 
will require a judge wiser than Solomon 
and with power to enforce his decisions. 
Here are just a few of the problems. 

The boundaries of Poland. Will the old 
boundary between Russia and Poland 
be restored, or will Russia be permitted 
to retain the large slice of Poland she 
took by force at the time of the German 
invasion? 

A homeland for the Jews. Will justice 
according to the Balfour Declaration be 
given to the Jew? Will Palestine be given 
to this oppressed and suffering people as 
a place of refuge, or will Great Britain 
yield to Arab pressure and so restrict 
Jewish immigration as to practically 
close this last door of hope? 

Certain minority groups in the United 
States. What will we do about the Ne- 
gro? What attitude will be taken to- 
ward Japanese Americans? 

Justice for our fighting men. How will 
our servicemen and their dependents be 
treated following the war? They are mak- 
ing the real sacrifices for victory. How 
about those at home dividing their war 
savings with the boys who return? In 
Israel a law gave a share of the spoils of 
war to those who tarried by the stuff. 
There was no debate about the share 
belonging to the man who went down 
to the battle (I Sam. 30:23-25). 

Not only must righteousness be ex- 
tended to the injured and oppressed, but 
the guilty must be punished if peace is 
to be based upon justice. The war crim- 
inals and the guilty nations must re- 
ceive the due reward of their deeds. 

Someone may ask, “Should we not for- 
give our enemies as the Bible teaches?” 
It is our duty and privilege to forgive

those who wrong us, but that does not 
mean we can remit the penalty they owe 
to society. The Lord forgave the peni- 
tent thief on the cross, but He did not 
free him from the temporal penalty he 
was paying for his crime. Governments 
are established by God for the punish- 
ment of evildoers. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, Wil- 
liam Temple, wrote something pointed 
on this subject: “I notice some people 
who are always repenting of their fath- 
ers’ sins and forgiving Germany for in- 
juries done to Czechs and Poles: and I 
am not impressed.”

AND ENDURING PEACE there must be a 
righteous judgment of all nations—not 
just the Axis powers. Who is to judge 
and punish Russia for her former in- 
vasion of Finland? Who is to judge the 
United States for supplying Japan with 
scrap iron and other war materials 
with which to devastate China? 

There is only One who has the power 
and wisdom to judge all the nations 
righteously. That One is Christ, and the 
Bible reveals that He will judge the na- 
tions. The prophecy of that coming great 
assize is found in Matthew 25:31-46. 

The great mistake of the peace pro- 
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posals is that they ignore the sinfulness 
of the human heart and man’s need of 
divine grace through Jesus Christ. The 
trouble with the nations is illustrated 
by this Lincoln story. 

A neighbor visited Abraham Lincoln 
in Springfield. He found Lincoln being 
followed by his two boys, both crying 
loudly. “What is the matter with the 
boys?” asked the neighbor. “Just what 
is the matter with the whole world,” re- 
plied Lincoln. “I have three walnuts and 
each boy wants two.” f 

Josh Billings hit the same nail on the 
head when he said: “You can’t have an 
honest horse race until you have an hon- 
est human race.” 

As previously noted, the Jewish state- 
ment on peace quotes a part of Isaiah 
32:17, “The work of justice [righteous- 
ness in the A.V.] shall be peace.” But 
Isaiah 32:1 introduces a King who shall 
reign in righteousness. That King was 
Christ who came but was rejected and 
crucified by Israel with the help of the 
Gentiles. Before there can be a just and 
enduring peace, Israel must repent of 
the greatest act of unrighteousness ever 
committed—the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ. Thank God, Israel will do that 
some day! 

The Jewish statement declares fur- 
ther: “Judaism believes confidently in 
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the perfectibility of man and in the 
moral progress of mankind.” The Prot- 
estant and Catholic statements empha- 
size the same fallacy, that man by nature 
is a child of God. All of this ignores the 
Bible teaching about sin and the neces- 
sity of a new birth before there can be 
moral progress. It is therefore only cry- 
ing, “Peace, peace,” when there is no 
peace. 

The peace platform of the American 
rabbis has a section on “The Interfaith 
Basis of a Just and Enduring Peace,” 
which closes with these words: 


“We seek fellowship with all the 
children of God, our brothers, in the 
glorious adventure of rebuilding the 
world. In this spirit we look beyond 
the world council of Christianity and 
Judaism to the formation in due 
time of a world council of religion 
which, with full regard for the integ- 
rity and dignity of each, shall em- 
brace in its membership all the re- 
ligions of the world. Such a council 
might well be the conscience of man- 
kind, speaking in the name of the 
living God.” 


What a contradiction to talk about 
a@ peace based on righteousness and at 
the same time to propose recognizing 
the “integrity and dignity” of all the re- 
ligions of the world. Ask the mission- 
aries what they think of the integrity 
and dignity of paganism? Is the right 
hand of fellowship to be extended to the 
witch doctors who cause premature death 
by rubbing dung and dirt into open 
wounds? Is the universal degradation of 
women in the pagan religions to be 
winked at? What about the dignity of 
Hinduism as it sanctions the burning of 
widows and the throwing of girl babies 
into the Ganges River? 

In God’s sight there can be neither 
dignity nor integrity in any religion that 
denies the deity of Christ and His sac- 
rifice om the cross. A council of all the 
religions of the world might speak for 
Antichrist, but never for the living God. 


I. THERE THEN NO HOPE for a@ 
peace that will endure? The answer is 
given clearly in the Bible. A just and 
enduring peace will be established when 
Christ comes again to set up His king- 
dom and reign. How strange it is that 
even those who claim to speak for Chris- 
tianity totally ignore the plain prophetic 
program of Scripture! 

The Bible teaches that this age is to 
be characterized by wars and rumors of 
wars, and will end in the greatest war of 
all history. Then Christ will come to 
take the throne of David. He will judge 
the nations. He will reign in righteous- 
ness. He will enforce His decisions with 
a rod of iron. 

In the meantime, God offers a just 
and enduring peace to all individuals 
who will believe in Jesus Christ. This 
peace was purchased at the cross, “hav- 
ing made peace through the blood of 
his cross” (Col. 1:20). It is a just peace 
because it is based upon righteousness. 
Paul declares that the first purpose of 
the gospel is to declare the righteousness 
of God, “that he might be just, and the 
justifier of him who believeth in Jesus”

UMAN GOVERNMENT is a divine in- 
stitution. “The powers that be 
are ordained of God” (Rom. 
13:1). And God demands obedi- 
ence to the existing government. 

He demands also that we pay tribute to 
the government, and that we pray for all 
in authority. Jesus obeyed and paid tax- 
es to the government. Jesus was a good 
citizen. 

An exception is noted when the gov- 
ernment requires what is contrary to 
God’s law. In such cases it is our duty 
to obey God rather than men. 

The origin of human government is 
briefly this. When sin entered the world, 
God sought to govern man through his 


* conscience. It failed because of the 


wickedness of man. Then God destroyed 
the human race with the exception of 
one family, and instituted human gov- 
ernment founded on the basic law that 
“whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed” (Gen. 9:6). The 
Flood was a divine judgment, but was 
tempered with mercy. There would have 
been more sin, suffering, pain, and death 
if man had continued under antediluvian 
conditions than was caused by the Flood 
itself. 

Very soon human government began 
to fail, chiefly through the centralization 
of power. And God divided men by the 
simple device of confusing their lan- 
guage. Broken up in this way they found 
it more difficult to centralize power. 

In due time, God chose one national 
group, and gave it a model government,

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which was neither totalitarian nor demo- 
cratic, but theocratic. God was the su- 
preme ruler and His law the supreme law. 
His law was summed up in the Ten Com- 
mandments. His human agents of gov- 
ernment were chosen directly by Him; 
thus “the divine right of kings.” 

Theocratic government is the divine 
ideal, but it did not long exist. Israel, 
the chosen nation, chafed under it, and 
asked another form of government. This 
was a kingdom, and it began to fail im- 
mediately, as God told them it would. 

Finally the chosen nation went into 
captivity, where the Jews are now un- 
der great persecution. 


Nae THE BEGINNING OF THE 

CAPTIviTy, God raised up a prophet, Dan- 
iel, and through him gave the course of 
human government down to the end. The 
Babylonian empire, then existing, would 
fail and would be followed by the Medo- 
Persian, the Grecian, and the Roman. All 
would fail, and the last-named would 
break up into many nations; and would 
be reformed in the latter days. He who 
doubts that the Roman empire will be 
reformed is naive indeed, since he has 
seen the exact fulfillment of the other 
parts of the prophecy. 

_In vision the young prophet saw the 
“stone cut out without hands,” manifest- 
ly Christ, smite the human governments, 
of iron (totalitarian) and clay (demo- 






cratic) and they -were “broken to pieces,” 
the stone that smote them (Christ) fill- 
ing the whole earth. Divine government 
had come. When this will come to pass, 
is not revealed, God keeping “the times 
and seasons in his own power.” 

The young prophet saw human gov- 
ernment become “like the chaff of the 
summer threshing floor.” It is the fail- 
ure of human government. Manifestly 
human government, while a divine insti- 
tution, is a divine temporary expedient. 
God did not intend it to exist always. He 
intended to give ys something better— 
divine government. 

Look about you and observe why hu- 
man government must fail. Its basic 
purpose is to protect life and property. 
It is doing neither. Considered as a 
whole, it is destroying more life and 
property than all other agencies com- 
bined: Human governments cannot get 
along together, or do not. Many rulers 
are incompetent, subversive of law and 
order. Present conditions in the world 
reveal their utter failure. The prophet 
saw that “the wind carried them away, 
that no place was found for them.” 
Gone is human government. 


IL. IS EQUALLY PLAIN in the 

Bible that God, through His divine Son, 

is to establish a divine government. The 

coming of Christ to this world, both to

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Self-sufficient people, proud of their own 
strength, will be shocked by this article 


HE Worp oF Gop is ever setting a 
standard for us which is diamet- 
rically opposed to that of the world. 

The beatitudes are a striking ex- 

ample of this. The world pro- 
nounces its benediction upon the self- 
sufficient, but the Lord Jesus Christ said, 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit ... 


Blessed are the meek” (Matt. 5:3, 5). 


Over against man’s statement, “Laugh 
and the world laughs with you; weep 
and you weep alone,” the Son of Man 
said, “Blessed are they that mourn, for 
they shall be comforted” (Matt. 5:4). 

One of the standards of the Scriptures 
most contrary to the natural man con- 
cerns our outlook upon tribulation. Cer- 
tainly all that is earthly in us rebels 
against the “most gladly therefore,” and 
“therefore I take pleasure in” attitude 
of the great apostle. 

The carnal mind is ever seeking an es- 
cape from distressing circumstances. The 



































flesh loathes infirmity. We have a natu- 
ral antipathy for persecution and re- 
proach. And yet the Scriptures enjoin 
us to take pleasure in distresses, to 
glory in infirmities, to gladly accept per- 
secution, even as Jesus said, “Rejoice, 
and be exceeding glad: for great is 
your reward in heaven: for so persecuted 
they the prophets which were before 
you” (Matt. 5:12). 

Any attempt to incorporate the “most 
gladly therefore” ideal into our lives will 
result in failure if we do not refresh 
our minds continually with the Word 
of God, for “to be carnally minded is 
death. . . Because the carnal mind is 


enmity against God: for it is not sub-" 


ject to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be” (Rom. 8:6, 7). To escape conform- 
ity to the world, and a way of un- 
profitable ease, we must be “transformed 
by the renewing of [our] mind” (Rom. 
12:2), “for to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace” (Rom. 8:6). 


Cc THE TESTIMONY OF 
Curist. It was not the glory and 
eétrength, but rather the weakness and 
poverty, of Christ that opened heaven’s 
door to sinful men. “Though he was 
rich, yet for your sakes he became poor, 
that ye through his poverty might be 
rich” (II Cor. 8:9). Though He was 
omnipotent, “upholding all things by the 
word of his power” (Heb. 1:3), yet He 
became the weakest thing in His entire 
creation—a babe. “Heir of all things,” 
and yet “he [had] not where to lay his 
head.” Possessor of life, and yet dying, 
“that through death he might destroy 
him that had the power of death, that 
is, the devil” (Heb. 2:14). The Son of 
God, yet He refused to manifest His glor- 
ious power, as He overcame the tempter 
with only the Word of God. He was the 
truth, yet He answered Pilate not a 
word (Matt. 27:14). Though He was the 
author of bliss, “it became him. . . to 
make the captain of their salvation per- 
fect through sufferings” (Heb. 2:10). 
Oswald Chambers takes the saying, “A 
chain is as strong as its weakest link,” 
and draws from this the conclusion that 
salvation’s chain is stronger than death, 
for Christ was its weakest link. It was 





this thought which Paul sought to con- 
vey to the Corinthians when he said, “He 
was crucified through weakness, yet he 
liveth by the power of God. For we also 
are weak in him, but we shall live with 
him by the power of God toward you” 
(II Cor. 13:4). 


_- TESTIMONY OF Paut indi- 
cates that it was not his strength, but 
rather his weakness that made him truly 
great. And Paul knew this only too well, 
for the Lord whom he served had said to 
him at the beginning of his ministry, “My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weakness” 
(II Cor. 12:9). Having had such an ex- 
planation for his thorn in the flesh from 
the One whom he loved above all else, 
Paul magnified his infirmity above all 
his accomplishments for Christ and 
revelations in the Lord. 

When Paul defended his apostolic 
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authority to the Corinthian church, he 
gloried most in his weakness, the very 
thing for which he had been the most 
criticized. 

After his departure from the Corinth- 
ians certain deceitful workers and false 
apostles (II Cor. 11:13) had thrown sus- 
picion upon his ministry by magnifying 
his infirmity. They said to the Corinth- 
ians, “His bodily presence is weak, and 
his speech contemptible” (II Cor. 10:10). 
And by so doing, they made light of his 
letters and took the mind of the Corinth- 
ians away from the “signs, and wonders, 
and mighty deeds” (II Cor. 12:12) which 
had been wrought among them by Paul. 
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been when he made his infirmity the 
chief line of defense for his ministry! If 
they had expected him to make excuses 
for his bodily presence they were greatly 
disappointed, for Paul joyfully exclaimed, 
“Tf I must needs glory, I will glory of the 
things which concern mine infirmities” 
(II Cor. 11:30); and when he mentioned 
his labors and sufferings and visions and 
revelations, he spoke of these “as a fool” 
(II Cor. 11:23), that is, as one who com- 
mended himself, as did his accusers, and 
not the Lord. 

It was the power of Christ, and it only, 
that made Paul’s ministry among the 
Corinthians so great a success, and he 
was given access to this power through 
that which kept him from being exalted 
above measure, that is, his weakness. 

Is it any wonder then that he not only 
endured afflictions, but also that he 
gloried in them? And shall, we, who per- 
form that service which can be wrought 
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only in the power of Christ, fail to make 
the “most gladly therefore” and “there- 
fore I take pleasure in” attitude of Paul 
a habit of life? God forbid! 


‘ion TESTIMONY OF THE WORD 
is revealing. That which follows is far 
from an exhaustive study, for the Scrip- 
tures have much to say on this vital sub- 
ject. However, even the few that are 
mentioned here should enable us to be 
more certain than ever that “all things 
work together for good”; that every ad- 
verse circumstance, as Amy Carmichael 
writes, “hath some nourishing virtue in 
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How surprised his accusers must have 


Thy mercy, O Lord, 
is in the heavens; 
and thy faithful- 
ness reacheth unto 
the clouds.—Psalm 
36:5. 
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it, and giveth sap to humility, and 
putteth an edge on hunger, and furnish- 
eth a fair field fdr faith to put forth it- 
self, and to exercise its fingers in gripping 
it seeth not what.” 

God allows trials to enter our lives that 
we might learn His statutes: “It is good 
for me that I have been afflicted; that I 
might learn thy statutes” (Ps. 119:71). 

That we might keep His Word: “Before 
I was afflicted I went astray: but now 
have I kept thy word” (Ps. 119:67). 

That we might escape judgment: “For 
if we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are judged, 
we are chastened of the Lord, that we 
should not be condemned with the 
world” (I Cor. 11:31, 32). 

That we might learn patience: “My 
brethren, count it all joy when ye fall 
into divers temptations; knowing this, 
that the trying of your faith worketh 
patience” (James 1:2, 3). 

That we might be established in the 
faith: “But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto his eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffered 
awhile, make you _ perfect, stablish, 
strengthen, settle you” (I Pet. 5:10). 

That we might be made humble: “And 
lest I should be exalted above measure 
. .. there was given to me a thorn in 
the flesh, the messenger of Satan to 
buffet me” (II Cor. 12:7). 

That we might know His love: “My son, 
despise not thou the chastening of the 
Lord, nor faint when thou art rebuked of 
him: for whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom he 
receiveth” (Heb. 12:5, 6).

That we might be partakers of His 
holiness: “For they verily [our earthly 
fathers] for a few days chastened us 
after their own pleasure; but he for our 
profit, that we might be partakers of his 
holiness” (Heb. 12:10). 

That we might be partakers of His suf- 
ferings:. “Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: but rejoice, inasmuch as 
ye are partakers of Christ’s sufferings” 
(I Pet. 4:12, 13). 

That we might know the consolations 
of Christ: “For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ” (II Cor. 1:5). 

That we might be able to comfort 
others; “Who [God] comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them which are in any trou- 
ble, by the comfort wherewith we our- 
selves are comforted of God” (II Cor. 
1:4). 

That we might receive a greater re- 


‘ward: “For our light affliction, which is 


but for a moment, worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory” (II Cor. 4:17). 

That our faith might be glorified: 
“Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now 
for a season, if need be, ye are in heavi- 
ness through manifold temptations: that 
the trial of your faith, being much more 
precious than of gold that perisheth, 
though it be tried with fire, might be 
found unto praise and honor and glory 
at the appearing of Jesus Christ” (I Pet. 
pA 5 Aly i) 
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T SEEMS SUPERFLUOUS to defend the Sco- 

field Reference Bible. Since its first 

appearance that volume has stood as a 

giant in the defense of the faith once 

delivered to the saints, like a beacon 
guiding thousands to a fuller under- 
standing of the Bible. 

More than any other single volume, 
the Scofield Bible has enlightened be- 
lievers and helped to create the great 
Bible study movement in America. No 
one can measure how much our present 
Bible conference movement owes to the 
light that has come from this great work. 
It is, without doubt, the greatest single 
volume of Bible study ever published. 

Such a volume must of necessity be 
the object of attack. The Word tells us 
that anyone who would live a godly life 
will suffer persecution. The same could 
be said of any work that is written as a 
clear-cut testimony to our Lord Jesus 
Christ. It is certainly true of the Sco- 
field Bible. From its publication to the 
present, it has been attacked. 

The attack upon the Scofield Bible 
comes from two separate sources. Natu- 
rally it is opposed by those who reject 
the authority of the Word of God. Un- 
believers find the Scofield Bible such a 
defense of the faith that they are con- 
tinually arrayed against it. 

Nevertheless, it is not this form of at- 
tack that has proved to be the most for- 
midable. More subtle and difficult is the 
attack made periodically by those who 
accept the Bible as the Word of God, who 
believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, but re- 
ject the doctrine of His premillennial re- 
turn. The purpose of this article is to 
meet this latter opposition. 


fom CRUX OF THIS OPPOSITION 
is, of course, the dispensationalism 
taught by the Scofield Bible. Some de- 
clare that “dispensationalism is destruc- 
tive of Christianity.” Others insist that 
dispensationalism is contrary to the Re- 
formed faith. In meeting this objection, 
let us first consider whether or not dis- 
pensationalism of itself is scriptural. 
Then let us examine the dispensational- 
ism presented by the Scofield Bible. 

What is dispensationalism? It is that 
teaching which declares that there are 
definite ages, eras, or dispensations which 
form distinct steps in the unfolding of 
God’s purposes. Dr. Scofield defines a 
dispensation as “a period of time during 
which man is tested in respect of obedi- 
ence to some specific revelation of the 
will of God.” 

That there are such ages, and that 
such ages together constitute God’s plan 
of history, is obvious. As Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Chafer has said, “Anyone who 
offers the blood of Christ as his sacrifice 
instead of the blood of bulls and goats, 
anyone who accepts the priesthood of 
Christ (after the order of Melchizidek) 
instead of the priesthood of Aaron, is a 
dispensationalist.” Dr. Charles Hodge 
said: “Although the covenant of grace 
has always been the same, the dispensa- 
tions of that covenant have changed” 
(Systematic Theology, Vol. II, p. 373). 

Paul said: “By revelation he made 
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known unto me the mystery ... which in 
other ages was not made known unto the 
sons of men, as it is now revealed unto 
his holy apostles and prophets by the 
Spirit” (Eph. 3:3, 5). “Having made 
known unto us the mystery of his will, 
according to his good pleasure which he 
hath purposed in himself; that in the 
dispensation of the fullness of times he 
might gather together in one all things 
in Christ” (Eph. 1:9, 10). 

Dispensationalism is scriptural, and 
essential to any full understanding of the 
Bible. j 


S. MUCH FOR GENERALITIES. TO 
intelligently present the defense of the 
Scofield Bible, one must consider the 
specific objections to it. The more sig- 
nificant of these are its teaching regard- 
ing the unity of God’s plan of salvation 
in all dispensations; its teaching regard- 
ing the Sermon on the Mount; its teach- 
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ing regarding the Sabbath; its teaching 
regarding the second coming of Christ. 

Regarding the unity of God’s plan of 
salvation (that men in all ages are saved 
by grace through faith alone), it is un- 
fortunate that certain technical phrases 
have one meaning when used by the- 
ologians, and another meaning when 
used in the Scofield Bible. I speak par- 
ticularly of the terms “covenant of 
works,” and “covenant of grace.” 

To the theologian, the covenant of 
works was God’s covenant with Adam 
upon his creation, prior to his fall. In 
the Scofield Bible, the covenant of works 
means the law as contrasted to the grace 
of God. 

To the theologian, the covenant of 
grace is God’s plan of salvation through 
the Redeemer, our Lord Jesus Christ. In 
the Scofield Bible the covenant of grace 
is the specific offer of salvation during 
the present dispensation, the new cove- 
nant. 

If one ignores this difference of defini- 
tion, it appears as though the Scofield 
Bible and the Reformed faith are poles 
apart. A careful study of what is taught 
in each regard reveals that both are in 
agreement, and are thoroughly scriptural. 
Let us examine them. 





EF IRST, GOD’S COVENANT WITH 
Adam upon his creation. Reformed the- 
ology says: “When God had created man, 
he entered into a covenant of life [cove- 
nant of works] with him, upon condition 
of perfect obedience; forbidding him to 
eat of the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil, upon pain of death” (Shorter 
Catechism, p. 12). 








The Scofield Bible says: “The first dis- 
pensation: Innocency. Man was created 
in innocency, placed in a perfect environ- 
ment, subjected to an absolutely simple 
test, and warned of the consequence of 
disobedience” (Gen. 1:28, note). 

There is no lack of harmony here, and 
both are scriptural. God placed man in 
the garden of Eden, with the tree of life, 
and the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil at his disposal. Man chose evil, 
and sinned. 

Second, as for the unity of the plan of 
salvation in all ages, Reformed theology 
everywhere asserts its unity. “By this 


_ unity of the covenant of grace] is meant 


that the plan of salvation has under all 
dispensations been the same.” “The Re- 
deemer is the same under all dispensa- 
tions.” “The terms of salvation were the 
same then as now—not mere faith or 
trust in God, or simple piety, which was 
required, but faith in the promised Re- 
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deemer, or faith in the promise of re- 
demption” (Systematic Theology, Vol. II, 
p. 376). 

The Scofield Bible says: “Coats of 
skins: Type of ‘Christ made unto us 
righteousness’—a divinely provided gar- 
ment that the first sinners might be 
made fit for God’s presence” (Gen. 3:21, 
note). “The Levitical offerings covered 
the sins of Israel until, and in anticipa- 
tion of, the Cross. These were the ‘sins 
done aforetime’ (covered meantime by 
the Levitical sacrifices), which God 
‘passed over’ (Rom. 3:25)—for which 
‘passing over’ God’s righteousness was 
never vindicated until in the Cross, Jesus 
Christ was set forth a propitiation. It 
was the Cross, not the Levitical sacri- 
fices, which made at-one-ment. The Old 
Testament sacrifices enabled God to go 
on with a guilty people because they typ- 
ified the Cross. To the offerer they were 
the confession of his desert of death, and 
the expression of his faith; to God they 
were the shadows of which Christ was 
the reality” (Lev. 16:6, note). i 

Both teach the same thing, namely, 
that prior to Calvary men were saved 
by grace through faith in the promised 
Redeemer, and since Calvary men are 
saved by the same grace through faith 
in the same Redeemer. Both are in full 
harmony with the Word of God (Rom. 
3:24-26; Heb. 9:15). Abraham believed 
God, and it was accounted unto him for 
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righteousness. We believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and are justified from all 
things. 

As for the transitoriness of the Mosaic 
economy, Dr. Hodge says: “(1) When 
viewed in relation to the people of God 
before the advent, it is represented as 
divine and obligatory. (2) When viewed 
in relation to the state of the Church 
after the advent, it is declared to be 
obsolete. It is represented as the lifeless 
husk from which the living kernel and 
germ have been extracted, a body from 
which the soul has departed. (3) When 
viewed according to its true import and 
design as a preparatory dispensation of 
the covenant of grace, it is spoken of as 
teaching the same gospel, the same 
method of salvation as that which the 
apostles themselves preached. (4) When 
viewed in the light in which it was re- 
garded by those who rejected the gospel, 
as a mere legal system, it was declared 
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to be a ministration of death and con- 
demnation. (5) And when contrasted 
with the new or Christian economy, as 
a different mode of revealing the same 
covenant, it is spoken of as a state of 
tutelage and bondage, far different from 
the freedom and filial spirit of the dis- 
pensation under which we now live” 
(Systematic Theology, Vol. II, p. 376). 


‘ee SCOFIELD BIBLE SAYS: 
“The commandments and the ordinances 
formed one religious system. The com- 
mandments were a ministry of condem- 
nation and of death; the ordinances gave, 
in the high priest, a representative of the 
people with Jehovah; and in the sacri- 
fices a ‘cover’ for their sins in anticipa- 
tion of the Cross. The Christian is not 
under the conditional Mosaic covenant of 
works, the law, but under the uncondi- 
tional new covenant of grace” (Exod. 
19:25, note). 

The Bible says, “Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth” (Rom. 10:4). “Ye are 
not under the law, but under grace” 
(Rom. 6:14). “The law was our school- 
master to bring us unto Christ, that we 
might be justified by faith. But after 
that faith is come, we are no longer 
under a schoolmaster” (Gal. 3:24, 25). 
“A new covenant, he hath made the first 
old. Now that which decayeth and wax- 
pe old is ready to vanish away” (Heb. 

213). 

Thus we see that the dispensationalism 
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of the Scofield Bible is scriptural. It is 
also in harmony with the Reformed faith. 
Without violating the unity of the plan 
of salvation in all ages, it traces the steps 
by which God unfolded and unfolds His 
purposes of grace. It leads to a deeper 
knowledge of God’s workings in the ages, 
and enables the student to “rightly di- 
vide the word of truth.” 


A FURTHER OBJECTION is raised 
against the Scofield Bible with reference 
to the Sabbath. Emphasizing as it does 
that the believer of this present dispen- 
sation is not under the law, but under 
grace, some opponents of the Scofield 
Bible assert that it destroys the Lord’s 
Day. Nothing could be further from the 
fact. 

“The Sabbath (cessation) appears in 
Scripture as the day of God’s rest in the 
finished work of creation. For 2,500 years 
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of human life absolutely no mention is 
made of it [in the Bible, of course]. Then 
the Sabbath was revealed; made a part 
of the law; and invested with the char- 
acter of a ‘sign’ between Jehovah and 
Israel, and a perpetual reminder to Is- 
rael of their separation to God... Our 
Lord found the observance of the day 
encrusted with rabbinical evasions and 
restrictions, wholly unknown to the law, 
so that He was Himself held to be a Sab- 
bath-breaker by the religious authorities 
of the time. The Sabbath will be again 
observed during the Kingdom Age. The 
Christian first day perpetuates in the 
dispensation of grace the principle that 
one-seventh of the time is especially 
sacred” (Matt. 12:1, note). 

This is in full harmony with the West- 
minster Confession (Ch. 21, Sec. 7) which 
says: “God hath particularly appointed 
one day in seven for a Sabbath, to be 
kept holy unto Him; which from the be- 
ginning of the world to the resurrection 
of Christ was the last day of the week; 
and from the resurrection of Christ was 
changed into the first day of the week, 
which in Scripture is called the Lord’s 
Day, and is to be continued to the end of 
the world as the Christian Sabbath.” 

Dr. Scofield objected to the title 
“Christian Sabbath,” as being a hybrid 
term, but he most clearly taught that the 
Lord’s Day belongs to the Lord. By the 
distinction that is drawn in the Scofield 
Bible between the Sabbath of Israel and 
the Lord’s Day of the Church, a safe- 
guard is created against the error of 
Seventh Day Adventism—and in no way 
does it destroy the sanctity of the Lord’s 
Day. 


Regarding the Sermon on the Mount, 
the Scofield Bible teaches that it has a 
twofold application: “(1) Literally to the 
kingdom. In this sense it gives the di- 
vine constitution for the righteous gov- 
ernment of the earth... (2) But there 
is a beautiful moral application to the 
Christian. It always remains true that 
the poor in spirit, rather than the proud, 
are blessed, and those who mourn be- 
cause of their sins, and who are meek in 
the consciousness of them, will hunger 
and thirst after righteousness, and hun- 
gering will be filled. The merciful are 
blessed, the pure in heart see God. These 
principles fundamentally reappear in the 
epistles” (Matt. 5:2, note). 


A SERIOUS OBJECTION is made 
to the interpretation of the Lord’s 
Prayer, as found in the footnote on 
Matthew 6:12, “This is legal ground.” 
This objection would be largely over- 
ruled if we would study with it the foot- 
note on Matthew 26:28, “Human for- 
giveness rests upon and results from the 
divine forgiveness.” This is the crux of 
the teaching regarding forgiveness, as set 
forth in the Scofield Bible. Who would 
deny it? 

A distinction should be made between 
the prayer of ‘an unsaved man for for- 
giveness and the prayer of a child of God 
for forgiveness. The unsaved, asking 
God to be merciful to him, a sinner, is 
forgiven judicially when he puts his faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ (Acts 13:38, 39). 
On the other hand, the child of God 
loses his fellowship with the Father when 
he sins. An unforgiving spirit is sin. It 
breaks the fellowship between the be- 
liever and his Lord. To be restored to 
that fellowship he must correct that sin, 
forgiving whoever may have offended 
him, and praying, “Forgive us our debts 
as we forgive our debtors.” We should 
remember that the Sermon on the Mount 
was given by our Lord to His disciples, 
not to the world. 

Naturally, if any man rejects that part 
of the Word of God which teaches that 
our Lord Jesus will come a second time 
and establish a literal kingdom on earth, 
he will object to the first of these appli- 
cations. Then his conflict is not with 
the Scofield Bible notes, but rather with 
the Bible itself, which plainly teaches 
that our Lord will come again and reign 
for a thousand years over a restored 
world. This raises the entire issue of pre- 
millennialism, as opposed to postmillen- 
nialism and amillennialism. 

The Bible plainly teaches that Jesus 
Christ will come again. Acts 1:11 is suf- 
ficient to prove this, although a host of 
other Scriptures could be added. The 
second coming of Christ is the blessed 
hope of the Church (Titus 2:13). It is 
the hope of Israel (Rom. 11:26). It is 
the hope of the world (Rom. 8:19-23). 
It was the faith of the apostolic Church. 
Were we to draw up a list of witnesses 
to the hope of the second coming of 
Christ, it would be as formidable a list 
of theologians of all ages as could be 
produced to testify to any other doctrine 
of Scripture. 

The Scofield Bible unfolds the pro-

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HE TALKING DRUMS of West Africa 

are primitive man’s nearest ap- 

proach to the radio, which all but 

bridges time and annihilates dis- 

tance. For a demonstration, visit 
the compound of an Ashanti paramount 
chief. 

The great man is seated upon a state 
stool surrounded by his attendants. Just 
behind him are two drums, the one with 
a male and the other with a female 
voice. Close by is the official drummer 
with drumsticks poised to vocalize his 
chief’s command. On these drums, mak- 
ing use of vowels and consonants, ac- 
cent, emphasis, gestures, pause, and 
speed, he seeks to imitate the sounds of 
the human voice. 

The chief speaks, and now with these 
two voices, and every interval of time, 
and the very pulse of rhythm, the drum- 
mer beats out the voices of the village 
soul across the silent intervening spaces, 
to be taken up by the drummer of the 
next village, and the next, until thou- 
sands have heard the message. 

Strange, is it not, that the African has 
learned to take a cluster of air waves and 
make them sound out the heights and 
depths of his emotion, but save in a sin- 
gle instance, has not learned to make 
paper talk. None but the Hausa of the 
Sudan have a written language, and they 
have learned it from their contact with 
the Moslem Hamites of the North. 


y i PROCESS PRECEDING THE 
PREACHING of the gospel to the heathen 
population of a country like Africa is a 
long and difficult one. The natives are 
an illiterate people. Out of a welter of 
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sound the missionary must filter an in- 
telligent speech. His ear must accustom 
itself to the measure and beat, to the ebb 
and flow, to the rise and fall, of its ca- 
dences. He must listen until this strange 
medley resolves itself into syllables, and 
syllables into words, and words into 
phrases, and phrases into sentences. Fi- 
nally, these separate words and phrases 
with their mysterious prefixes, suffixes, 
and infizes have to be classified gram- 
matically. 

The marvel of the written languages is 
that they are so astonishingly accurate, 
and conform so closely to certain neces- 
sary grammatical rules. These rules, of 
course, are not recognized by the natives, 


" and must be discovered and formulated 


by the missionary before he can begin to 
write the language consistently. And 
until he can do so, he is not prepared to 
translate the Scriptures or otherwise to 


q prepare a Christian literature. 


In addition, he must prepare the peo- 
ple to receive and read the printed word 
when it is ready for distribution. This 
can be done only by establishing schools, 
for the printed word is useless to a man 
unless he can read it. Thus the task of

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learning the language from the lips of 
the natives, and that of teaching it to 
them in written form, go hand in hand, 
and together very generally are the first 
tasks which fall to the hand of the new 
missionary. For them he will need in- 
finite patience and forbearance, for he 
will make mistakes. It is said the first 
effort to translate a well-known hymn 
resulted in the strange prayer, “Lord,

kick them out gently, gently!” 

If you were to sit down among an 
African people, a stranger to their speech 
and manner of life, and wanted to bring 
them the gospel, what would you do to 
get it started? Let A. W. Banfield, for- 
merly of Lagos, Nigeria, supply the an- 
swer. 

Mr. Banfield went to West Africa in 
1901 with a pioneer mission party, of 
which the late Dr. R. V. Bingham, gen- 
eral director of the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion, was @ member. Banfield lived in a 
grass house for a year, and later in a 
mud hut, as so many missionaries have 
done. He learned the Nupe language, 
reduced it to writing, and translated the 
entire Bible and other books into it. The 
Nupe people number a half million, and 
live in the vicinity of the middle Niger 
River. 

First he secured the services of a man 
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who was supposed to teach him the lan- 
guage. He soon found, however, that 
anything he could get out of him would 
have to be extracted. The first thing he 
did was to hold up his fingers one by one 
before his teacher. This had the double 
effect of allaying the teacher’s fears and 
of starting a conversation. The native 
understood that he wanted to learn the 
numerals, and gave them to him as nina, 
guba, guta, etc. They were now well on 
their way. For the higher numerals he 
used cowrie shells, the currency of the 
country, valued at a thousand for six 
cents. After that he pointed to different 
parts of his anatomy, and to different 
objects in the room. The teacher gave 
him the name of these things, and so 
they progressed. 

Since words are the legs upon which a 
sentence walks, and since a sentence can- 
not walk on nouns alone, you may won- 
der how Banfield got his other parts of 
speech. In his resourcefulness he acted 
them gut, such as laughing, walking, eat- 
ing, jumping, and going through strange 
antics. The task was interesting and 
fascinating too, but often disappointing. 
Indeed, he had to fight for every word 
and ferret out its meaning. Sometimes 
he would lose the trail for days, to pick 
it up again in a strange sentence quite 
unexpectedly. There was some virtue in 
that, for words secured under the stress 
of such difficulties would burn themselves 
into his memory and never be forgotten. 
Since then Banfield has often said that if 
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he had no more than two simple sen- 


tences—What do you call it? Say that # 







again!—he would attempt any language. te 


In common with other African lan- 






guages, Nupe has some difficult sounds, B% 


and particularly the so-called explosives, 


which originate in the throat, force the § 
lips apart, and emit a shattering sound. , 


One almost requires the thick lips and 
flat nose of the native to produce them 
perfectly. 

Fine shades of meaning are a charac- 
teristic of the Bantu languages. The 
Bantu (the word simply means people in 
the African language) are located mainly 
south of the equator. Among the Kikuyu 
the vocabulary contains two words for 
“perhaps,” hehe and anga. Hehe is per- 
haps with a strong probability that you 
will not, and ganga is perhaps with a 
strong probability that you will. 

To quote Banfield further: “The great- 
est difficulty of all, perhaps, in studying 
African languages lies in the inability to 
detect the very fine shades of meaning 
in tone given to words spelled exactly the 
same, but toned differently. Each word 
has its correct tone, and the slightest 
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variation from that tone completely 
changes the meaning of the word. 

“For example, eye said with a level 
voice means the chest; with the voice 
dropped on the last vowel means the 
nose; raise the voice.on the last vowel 
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and you have a word that means the eye; 
begin on low and end on high and your 
word eye becomes no; reverse the order 
and eye becomes oh. And these are not 
isolated exceptions; they are the rule of 
the language.” 

Perhaps you may infer that the lan- 
guage has developed along this line be- 
cause of a lack of words, but this is not 
true. The dictionary of the Kongo lan- 
guage compiled by Bently consists of 
14,000 words. There are thousands of 
subordinate terms which he refrained 
from printing, for otherwise the diction- 
ary would have grown to inordinate size. 
And with few exceptions all these words 
were commonly heard upon the lips of 
the illiterate folk among whom he la- 
bored. 

Adjectives and adverbs give color to a 
language and enrich its descriptive pow- 
er, and Nupe is blessed with these quali- 
ties. Banfield says it has 140 words to 
express bulkiness; 90 to express diminu- 
tiveness; 60 to express quickness; and a 
liké number for both stubbiness and 
thickness; 35 for completeness; 30 for 
quantity, and so on. 

And it is organized along honorific 
lines. It has an elaborate system of 
ranks and titles numbering more than a 
hundred, each with a number of different 
salutations peculiar to that rank. And 
yet some people think the African has 
no culture; how could such distinctions 
be built on anything else? 

As you might expect, the language 
opens up the natural history of their 
surroundings. It contains names for 
more than one hundred species of trees, 
and many different species of grasses, 
animals, birds, and fishes. It is an opu- 
lent, not a starved language. 


5 IS ROMANCE IN TRANS-

OWARD THE END of his long and il- 

lustrious career, that distinguished 

statesman and patriot, Daniel 

Webster, gave expression to a per- 

sistent and perplexing problem of 

human thought in these words: 

“Philosophical argument, especially 
that drawn from the vastness of the 
universe in comparison with the ap- 
parent insignificanc. of this globe, 
has sometime shaken my reason for 
the faith that is within me; but my 
heart has assured and reassured me 
that the gospel of Jesus Christ must 
be a divine reality” (James Ford 
Rhodes’ History of the United States, 
Vol. I, p. 286). 

Webster asked that a statement to 
this effect be prepared and inscribed 
properly on his tombstone, that succeed- 
ing generations might know of his sav- 
ing faith in Christ. 

The problem he presents is not a new 
one; rather it seems as old as mankind. 
When man has opportunity for observa-

even though he may 
not have exact scien- 
tific data at his 
fingertips, he is im- 
pressed with the im- 
mensity of God’s 
creation and his own 
insignificance. As by 
night he guarded his 
father’s sheep on the 
stony hillsides of 
Bethlehem, David 
watched the stars in 
their courses, and by 
inspiration of God’s 
Spirit, stated the 
same problem: 
“When I consider thy 
heavens, the work of 
thy fingers, the moon 
and the stars, which 
thou hast ordained; 
what is man that 
thou art mindful of 
him? and the son of 
man, that thou visit- 
est him?” (Ps. 8:3, 4). 

By the logic of size, 
we mortals are in- 
clined to infer that 
our infinitesimal in- 
significance of neces- 
sity means that we 
are beyond the care 
and concern of the 
infinite God. 

This problem is 
common to everyone 
who has reached the 
age of accountability 
and reflection. Soon- 
er or later for the 
child, and on occa- 
sion for the youth, 
the person of mature 
years, and finally for 
those upon whose 
heads are the snows 
of many winters, is 
repeated the problem 
in one form or an- 

“4 other. I have noticed 
that not infrequently it is one of the 
principal perplexities for young people of 
high school or lower-division college age; 
and I have also found it to be a cause of 
despair and darkness to some who have 
walked many years with the Son of God.

‘ something after this manner. A little 


child, growing up in the shelter and se- 
curity of his own home, has the innate 
intuition that he is at the center of a 
wonderful world. If:he is being brought 
up in the “fear and admonition of the 
Lord,” for him the things of God can be 
very real. The person of the Lord Jesus, 
the place called heaven, the power of 
prayer, all these and many others are 
very real to a little child reared in 
the proximity of a family altar. 

As the years hurry onward, the growing 
child finds his horizons retreating. His 
home is only one of many homes; he is 
only one of many children in the neigh- 
borhood. In time he must make that 
great adjustment in the life of a child 





when he passes from the protection of 
parents and home to the public school, 
with its many personalities and prob- 
lems. ; 

In the realm of books, he comes to 
learn that his country is only one of 
many countries; his world, so large and 
stable, is in reality only a speck of sand 
in the whirling masses of infinity. Soon- 
er or later the staggering conclusion of 
the logic bursts upon his mind; he is 
only one of two and one-half billions of 
people on an insignificant atom in an in- 
finite universe. How can there be a God 
who sees, who knows, and who cares? 

How can the Bible be the Word of God, 
for would the Most High stoop to re- 
veal Himself to a picayune part of crea- 
tion, and through a tiny part of the hu- 
man family, the Jews? Prayer cannot be 
communion with the Almighty, and must 
be only the psychological reaction of ex- 
pressing one’s grief or joy, whose reac- 
tion is limited to the individual, is utter- 
ly without consequence to the Creator. 
How can there be sanctions upon his 
conduct, whether good or evil, so that 
sin will be punished and faith in Christ 
will bring salvation? How can there be 
eternal destiny of bane-or of bliss for 
creatures too small to be considered by 
the God of the universe? 

Whether to young or old, this problem 
presents an indescribable loneliness in 
the human heart which cries out for a 
God who cares. 


“Tie SOLUTION TO THIS PROBLEM 
is sought in the Scriptures, wherein we 
find this revealing revelation, that the 
Most High measures His interest in the 
infinitesimal by the measure of the in- 
finite. 

By way of illustration, as the shadow 
of the coming Chaldean captivity was 
cast across the citadel of David, the 
chosen people felt that their way was hid 
from the Lord. In reply, Isaiah cried, 
“To whom then will ye liken me, that I 
should be equal to him? saith the Holy 
One. Lift up your eyes on high, and see 
who hath created these, that bringeth 
out their host by number; he calleth 
them all by name; by the greatness of 
his might, and for that he is strong in 
power, not one is lacking” (Isa. 40:25, 26, 
R.V.). 

Who can calculate the creative and 
sustaining power of God, who has called 
into being this universe? If His hand is 
so strong and His knowledge so exacting, 
how can we say that our way is hid from 
Him? To be maker of the infinite is to 
be master of the infinitesimal. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ gave cogent 
answer to the same problem in words 
whose implication we may have over- 
looked. “Are not two sparrows sold for 
a farthing? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without your Father” 
(Matt. 10:29). “Are not five sparrows 
sold for two farthings?” (Luke 12:6). On 
the fifth sparrow, practically valueless 
by human computation, the late James 
H. McConkey wrote: 


“We have been missing a wondrous 
truth. It is this. The God of the 
universe is also the God of the tiny 
sparrow. As that sparrow is ever be- 
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fore the face of God and in His ten- 
der care, so the most trivial details 
of our lives are ever present, unfor- 
gotten, and tenderly cared for be- 
fore the face of our Father in heay- 


en. 

“He wants us to bring every such 
detail, however insignificant, in the 
happy confidence that He is ever 
watching and waiting to meet our 
every need, however humble. The 
God who has wrought for us the 
miracle of salvation is the God who 
would work for us every day and 
hour of our lives the ever-recurring 
miracle of the daily, tender, minute 
care of each detail of our care-filled 
lives, and would make them to be 
as carefree and restful in Himself as 
that of a sunny-faced, artless, happy 
child.” 


_ YEARS AGO, El Shaddai 
spoke to my heart this same truth from 
another Scripture. The circumstances 
in brief were as follows. The second 
of the four lads who have come into 
our home had developed ostio-myelitis 
(infection of the bone) when we lived 
in the tropics. The condition was dis- 
covered on our return to the homeland 
when he was about two years of age, 
and nearly all of the seventh rib on the 
left side was removed. The surgeon ex- 
plained to me that infection of this kind 
was very treacherous and had a tendency 
to recur despite everything done to re- 
move it, inasmuch as the source of the 
infection would follow along the course 
of a vein and the diseased condition 
would reappear. 

For more than two years thereafter, 
all seemed to go well. One morning, how- 
ever, I felt on his left side the begin- 
ning of another growth. My hands were 
frozen with fear. Prayer was made and 
a surgeon consulted. After hearing the 
history of the case and taking X-ray 
pictures, he advised.an immediate oper- 
ation. 

The feeling of a father’s and a moth- 
er’s heart under such circumstances can 
easily be fathomed by others. It was 
my duty early on the following morning 
to go to the hospital and there sign 
the release, whereby I took responsi- 
bility for what might transpire that day 
to my lad. Thereafter, I went out from 
the quiet and semi-gloom of the hos- 
pital office into the brilliant sunshine 
of an early autumn morning in New 
England. My heart was utterly opaque, 
however, for inner darkness had ob- 
literated the light of the sun. 

Slowly I drove to the university where 
I was continuing my graduate study. As 
I came into the little office that per- 
tained to me, I proceeded to open the 
Scriptures for morning devotions alone, 
as was my custom. My heart cried out 
for a word that was steadfast and strong. 
I wanted a new word, a different word, 
a word directly from the heart of God, 

To my perplexity, the reading of the 
morning fell to Psalm 103. “But Lord, 
this is such a familiar word; this I have 
known from childhood.” Nevertheless, I 
was constrained to read and proceeded, 
therefore, quite perfunctorily, verse af- 
ter verse, until suddenly I paused. I 
turned to read again a word whose im- 
plication I had never imagined. There 
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it stood before me as though in bold 
type, and I remembered the statement of 
Adolph Saphir, who said in one place to 
this effect: “There are occasions in 
which the Spirit of God will take the 
written Word, and as it were, put it 
into the mouth of God the Father and 
will breathe that Word into your heart, 
so that for you alone, at that time and 
place, it is the living Word of God.” 

Slowly I read again: “For as the heav- 
en is high above the earth, so great is 
his mercy toward them that fear him” 
(v. 11). Half instinctively I looked out 
of the window and saw the deep blue 
of the boundless sky. The heaven, how 
high? The sun ninety-three million miles 
away, but only a fraction over six min- 
utes are required for light to travel from 
thence to this earth. The nearest star 
is 25,500,000,000,000 miles away, and the 
farthest known to us—at what a stag- 
gering distance! 

Was God saying to me that the height 
of heaven was the measure of His mercy 
for me? In the shadow of that gracious 
promise, my restless father heart had 
refuge. The lad got well and continues 
with us as sound as ever; and I had 
learned a lesson in the logic of size. 


/_—_ AND BEYOND ALL THESE 
SCRIPTURES, I would point to one other, 
which is absolately conclusive of the 
care of the infinite Creator for the in- 
finitesimal creature. Astronomers say to 
us that this world is so insignificant in 
comparison with the rest of the universe 
that it would be noticed or found only 
with the greatest of difficulty. It would 
be as though one of us were standing on 
the vast prairies of the West and in- 
structed to go beyond the horizon, and 
there find a particular tuft of grass at 
whose roots we should discover one par- 
ticular grain of sand. So it would be, 
they tell us, if God should send one of 
His angels to find this little world. 

Such logic encourages me immensely, 
rather than discourages me; for in His 
Word, the Almighty has said, “For God 
so loved the world; that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life’ (John 3:16). 

To this insignificant bit of earth came 
God the Son, the second Person of the 
blessed Trinity, as a babe in Bethlehem’s 
manger. He lived among us thirty and 
three years in the days of His flesh, to 
reveal unto us the truth of God and the 
person of God. At the end of His days, 
He was led outside the city walls and 
lifted up upon that cruel cross between 
heaven and earth, there to be made 
sin for us, although He Himself was no 
sinner, that we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in Him. When your 
heart is sore tested and is tempted to 
feel that somehow God does not know, 
does not see, does not care, may I sug- 
gest to you that in faith you also go 
with Him outside that city wall and 
bow your knees in sand made red by 
the blood of the Son of God, and remem- 
ber it was there for you that “God 
spared not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all.” 

The logic of size criticizes the natural 


human conclusion that God cannot care; 
rather, it corroborates the concern of 
the infinite Creator for the infinitesimal 
creature.

HE USE OF PROFANITY has greatly 

increased in recent years. Even in 

school an 1 on college campuses, in 

factories and in the Army and 

Navy, thre has been incessant 
profanity—and yet it is never heard on 
the radio. 

If profanity were omitted, some of our 
“best sellers” would shrink in size and 
popularity, and in modern literary stand- 
ards. Writers seem to glory in its use, as 
if to prove their freedom from the tram- 
mels of the Victorian era—but it is. never 
heard on the radio. 

Conversation, whether in the slums or 
in high society, without profanity, would 
seem to most people as dull as a Sunday 
school picnic. A good story, even when told 
by some clergymen, would seem to many 
to lose its point without a little spice of 
profanity—and yet in all the endless gags 
en the radio it is never heard. 

Since the days of the Puritans, most 
attempts to control the clothes, drink, 
speech, writings, and behavior of the 
people in the United States have been 
considered by many people to be illegal, 
inconsistent, narrow-minded, impossible, 
and hypocritical, contrary to the Ameri- 
can principles of political and religious 
liberty. And yet in broadcasting no one 
is permitted to use any profanity or 
obscenity’ This regulation is not incon-

sistent, impossible, and hypocritical. It 
is actually observed. The most excited 
announcer of war news reports, or of a 
wonderful hair tonic, or some marvelous 
substitute for a ham sandwich, cannot 
and never does use even the most popular 
word in the English language—the word 
which is used as a noun, verb, adverb, 
adjective, expletive, conjunction, and 
safety zone in conversation. 

The most sordid political agent of the 
brewers would agree that the mayor of 
a city should stop the sale of all liquor 
after a race riot, or perhaps after 3:00 
A.M., or to infants, but if any one tries to 
stop the sale of liquor before a race riot, 
or before a million annual auto accidents, 
innumerable murders, and other crimes, 
he is narrow-minded, inconsistent, hypo- 
critical. It’s prohibition! Hasn’t every 
man the right to “drink like a gentle- 
man,” or a pig? 

If an actress should undress on the 
street, she would quickly land in jail or 
the asylum, but on the stage she becomes 
the idol of the Army and Navy and of 
the whole world, and is showered with 
glory and wealth. If any one objects to 
nudity on the stage or bathing beaches, 
they are narrow-minded, inconsistent, or 
hypocritical. The nudist says the same; 
and how can one draw a line between an 
inch or two more or less of clothing? It 
is always inconsistent; narrow-minded, 
or hypocritical to some group, to have 
any standard any higher than that of the 
other lower animals. “Isn’t whatever is

natural, right?” 

Adultery is condemned in the Ten 
Commandments and the law of most 
nations, but if it can be called divorce in 
Reno or Mexico, the actor with several 
divorces is a national hero. Who is incon- 
sistent and hypocritical? 


Go's Worp says, “Let no 
corrupt communication [literally, no rot- 
ten word] proceed out of your mouth.” 
There are rotten words in this world and 
all men know it. There are also rotten 
lives. The Ten Commandments have not 
been abrogated. The Bible was written 
to save men from eternal corruption. The 
laws of God are greater than those con- 
trolling broadcasting. If men can control 
their profanity on the radio, they can 
control their behavior in other respects 
if they wish. 

“Wherefore thou art inexcusable, O 
man, whosoever thou art that judgest. 
.. . And thinkest thou this,O man... 
that thou shalt escape the judgment of 
God? Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearance and longsuf- 
fering; not knowing that the goodness 
of God leadeth thee to repentance? But 
after thy hardness and impenitent heart 
treasurest up unto thyself wrath against 
the day of wrath and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God. ... In the 
day when-God shall judge the secrets of 
men by Jesus Christ- according to my 
gospel” (Rom. 2:1, 3-5, 16).

VETERAN PREACHERS PAY 
TRIBUTE TO MOODY: 
t is fifty-two years since D. L. Moody’s 
last visit to Great Britain, and the 
number of those who knew him and 
worked with him in his campaigns over 
here is now very small. 

Among such is William Olney, senior 
deacon of Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, a lay- 
man with a remarkable gift for evange- 
lism, and whose name is honored among 
a host: of friends in all parts of the land. 
In addition to being president of Haddon 
Hall, Bermondsey, the largest. mission 
station associated with Spurgeon’s Taber- 
nacle, Mr. Olney has conducted hundreds 
of special missions in every part of the 
kingdom, and thousands of people of all 
ages owe their conversion to his power- 
ful presentation of the gospel. This vet- 
eran servant of God is approaching his 
ninety-fifth birthday, yet he is still able 
to take services in and around London. 

Recently, I asked Mr. Olney to give me 
his impressions of D. L. Moody, as he is 
one of the few men whose recollections 
go back to the first Moody and Sankey 
mission in the seventies. 

In a note to me, Mr. Olney says: “The 
great characteristic of Moody’s addresses 
was their tenderness. Soon after the ecom- 
mencement of an address, the graver 
tone would betray the deep feeling which 
accompanied the spoken word. As with 
Spurgeon so with Moody, the tears were 
always near the surface, and as a result, 
in both instances, the great audiences 
likewise were stirred in their souls. Moody 
preached a great gospel with great feel- 
ing, and the Holy Spirit’s power was be- 
hind all.” 

Dr. Charles Brown, internationally 
known preacher, is also still preaching, 
although eighty-nine years old. Writing 
in The British Weekly recently, he tells 
that he owed his conversion to Moody 
and Sankey’s memorable mission, nearly 
seventy years ago, in Birmingham, Eng- 
land. : 

He writes: “Then, in 1875, D. L. Moody 
and Ira D. Sankey came to Birmingham. 
Vast crowds gathered night after night—a 
congregation of more than 10,000 people.” 

Dr. Brown goes on to describe the 
wholehearted support given to the cam- 
paign by the famous Birmingham 
preacher, Dr. R. W. Dale, whose book on 
the atonement is doubtless known to 
many ministers in your country. Dr. 
Brown says, “A greater contrast could 


scarcely be imagined than that between 
Dale and Moody.” The members of Dr. 
Dale’s church at Carrs-lane regarded 
themselves as belonging to the intelli- 
gentsia. “In their ignorance,” says Dr. 
Brown, “they were disposed to disparage 
Moody’s preaching; it was simple, direct, 
homely, forthright. What profoundly im- 
pressed a multitude of people was the 
fact that night after night, through the 
weeks of the mission, Dale was sitting on 
the platform side by side with Moody. 

“It was a most memorable mission. The 
whole town was stirred from center to 
circumference. Sankey’s hymns were 
sung in hundreds of factories and work- 
shops, and the meetings were the com- 
mon talk of the town. One of the dog- 
gerel rhymes sung about the streets, and 
sold, declared that the rich and the poor, 
the good and the bad, had gone mad over 
Moody and Sankey. There were many 
hundreds of decisions registered. It 
proved to be the turning point in many 
a life, including the life of the writer of 
these lines [Dr. Brown].” 

Moody regarded his campaigns between 
1881 and 1884 as even more fruitful than 
those of his first visit. Dr. Brown, al- 
though holding a different view, adds: 

“Let no one on that account disparage 
missions or the work of the evangelist. 
There is a touch of divine sovereignty 
about every revival of religion, and, in- 
deed, in every conversion. It behooves 
servants of Christ to obey His command 
to watch and pray for the movements of 
the Spirit. They come, there is a tide in 
the affairs of the Spirit which, taken at 
the flood, leads on to revival, and we may 
miss it because we are not awake to the 
signs of the times, the psychological 
hours.” 

Is the tide of the Spirit rising to flood 
level now? Some of us think it is. God 
grant that we may not miss the oppor- 
tunity it offers us.

THE STORY OF A CHRISTIAN 
ENDEAVOR RING 

The following is a letter written by Jay 
Abrams, assistant Sunday school superin- 
tendent of The Old Church (Meth. Prot.) , 
Lynbrook, L.I., N.Y., to his mother, father 
and sisters. It was penned March 15, and 
judging by the Scripture verses at the 
end, he was “sailing into Italy” at the 
time. 

Well, here I am again; this time a 
long, long way from home, but still as 
healthy and happy as ever. Our trip 
across was very quiet, except for one or 
two alerts. 

I have some good news to tell you. One 
Thursday afternoon I happened to be 
walking back aft from amid ship and I 
stopped to talk to a fellow. I noticed he 
was wearing a ring that had the initials 
“C. E.” on it. Thinking this a good op- 
portunity to witness for the Lord, I said, 
“Say, Bud, what is that ring you have 


.on?” He told me it was a Christian En- 


deavor ring and that he had been presi- 
dent of a young people’s society in a 
church in Boston. He was a soldier who 
knew Jesus Christ as his personal Saviour. 

I suggested that we meet each night 
while we were together. He agreed, and 
so we did just that. We had wonderful 
times talking about our Saviour. Sunday 
morning at 10:00 o’clock divine service 
was held, and we attended. After the 
service we heard a group of fellows sing- 
ing hymns and choruses, and we went 
over to sing with them. We sang “Jesus 
Saviour Pilot Me,” and I told them what 
joy and comfort I had received from that 
song when the going was tough on the 
Atlantic. I also told them what a won- 
derful thing it was to have Jesus Christ 
as Pilot and to know Him as Saviour. 


This ended our morning sing, and then 
this fellow and I told the group what we 
had been doing and asked them to join 
us in our Christian fellowship. They did; 
we started at 8:00 o’clock and kept sing- 
ing until 9:15. I then talked to them 
about God for fifteen minutes, and when 
I finished I said, “Say, fellows, how about 
a word of prayer? Let’s thank God for 
keeping us safe thus far and ask Him to 
further bless us and keep us.” I started, 
and then asked if any others would care 
to pray. To my great joy, almost every 
one of the fellows prayed. 

Afterward I discovered that eight of 
them were saved, one having had a year 
at the Moouy Bible Institute. Every night 
for the past two and a half weeks we 
have been meeting and holding prayer 
and song services together.

Last Sunday our group conducted the 
service, and the boy from Moody gave one 
of the most inspiring messages I ever 
heard. We are going to conduct service 
again, and I hope nothing keeps me from 
being able to attend. I just can’t wait to 
get back and tell about the things God 
has done. We have had heaven on earth 
here on board this ship. 

Many boys have stood around and lis- 
tened to us, and I feel that some one 
sooner or later will be touched by the 
Word of God. We are soon to separate, 
but we shall never forget each other. The 
boys are going to write me, and then I’m 
going to give yoy their addresses. I want 
our pastor and the people of the church 
to write to these Christian soldiers. All 
of them were brought up in Christian 
homes, and the parents of the fellow 
from Moody are both Moody graduates. 

Yes, folks, the Lord really made Him- 
self known here, using a C.E. ring as His 
instrument. This is the first time in my 
Navy life that anything like this has 
happened. 

Well, it’s time to say, Good night. It’s 
bedtime here, but it’s midafternoon 
where you are. Until the next time then, 
good-by and keep praying. Lots of love.

Native Christians in 
New Caledonia 


AVE you ever wondered how Chris- 
tian servicemen spend their free 
time? Read this from New Caledonia 
by Sgt. George Behary. 
“Five of our number spent three days 
up the island. We had an eventful trip, 
visiting native villages and distributing 


New Testaments and tracts. The natives 
were most cordial, although in some in- 
stances we found it difficult to explain 


our mission because of our lack of. 


knowledge of the language. 

“The natives offered us shell necklaces, 
fruits, rugs, and hot plate patterns made 
from bark and grass grown on the is- 
land, and in some cases even offered us 
money. We of course turned down all 
of this, explaining to them that the liter- 
ature was free, but for their gifts we 
offered money in exchange. 

“I really think that the five of us 
could not have spent three. days more 
restfully than in the way we did, sowing 
God’s Word in the hearts of the people 
of this island.” 

Gifts of native Christians are includ- 
ed in the large donations given for mis- 
sions at the U.S. Army chapel serv- 
ices. This money is sent to Moody Bible 
Institute to be distributed to various mis- 
sion boards. 

“We are truly grateful for the priv- 
ilege of making these contributions for 
the carrying on of the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to dark and needy 
places,” writes Sgt. Behary. “I know 
you will welcome the word that in- 
cluded in our gifts are the francs freely 
given by the natives, brought up out of 
heathen darkness, who, finding joy and 
satisfaction in the worship of a true and 
living Christ, assemble with us each Sun- 
day morning. 

“Although we know that they do not 
understand all that is said, still one real- 
izes that the work done by the mission- 
aries in former days is reaping a rich 
reward.” 
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Human Government Fails

suffer for man’s sin, and to come again 
“with all his saints” to restore all things 
and set up a divine government, which 
will be good and permanent, is revealed 
throughout the Old Testament scrip- 
tures, and is referred to more than three 
hundred times in the New Testament. 

Christ put it this way in the form of 
a parable: “A certain nobleman went 
into a far country to receive for himself 
a kingdom, and to return” (Luke 19:12). 
When He returns, His servants, or saints, 
are to appear before His judgment seat 

(the Greek is bema, a place where re- 
wards are given), and be disposed of ac- 
cording to their fitness. The servant 
whose pound gained ten’pounds is made 
ruler over ten cities; and the servant 
whose pound gained five pounds is made 
ruler over five cities in the kingdom. 

In human governments, rulers are of- 
ten put in power for almost any reason 
except fitness. Many of them are so 
patently incompetent that a wayfaring 
man, though a fool, need not fail to 
see it. But in divine government, the 
King selects rulers solely for their fit- 
ness, and they govern with Him with 
perfect fidelity. Human government is 
temporary, divine government is perma- 
nent. Human government degenerates 
into failure, divine government remains 
forever. 

There is no such thing revealed as the 
end of the world. It is the end of the 
age. The earth itself will remain for- 
ever, and will be a place of law and or- 
der and of great happiness for all who 
live in it. 

The new earth spoken of in the Bible 
is this earth made over. It will have a 
new flora, vastly more beautiful than the 
present one. “The desert will blossom as 
the rose.” It will have a new fauna, and 
animals will no longer prey upon one an- 
other, not even man. There will be a 
new people, with suffering and death all 
gone. Paul expressed it this way: “The 
last enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death” (I Cor. 15:26). 

And there will be a new government. 
In that marvelous moving picture in the 
book of Revelation, great voices are 
heard in heaven, saying, “The kingdoms 
of this world are become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, and of his Christ [Anointed 
One]; and he shall reign forever and 
ever” (Rev. 11:15). That system of bibli- 
cal interpretation which spiritualizes all 
these things is sheer folly. When we 
pray, “Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as it is in heaven” (Matt. 
6:10), we pray for a very real kingdom 
on earth, which will have both spiritual 
and material aspects. 

Sir Thomas Moore’s dream of Utopia

The Sudan Interior Mission has had 
but one general director and leader thus 
far in its history. 
Rowland Victor 
Bingham was the 
man God used to 
found and direct its 
work for forty-nine 
years, until it in- 
cluded a family of 
nearly four hun- 
dred missionaries, 
working at some 
seventy main sta- 
tions in four major 
fields of Africa. 

Since the home 
call of Dr. Bingham in December, 1942, 
the mission has been prayerfully waiting 
upon God to indicate the one upon whom 
the mantle of leadership should be 
placed. As Dr. Bingham’s deputy, C. 
Gordon Beacham now announces, with 
the full approval of all the home and 
field councils, the appointment of Rev. 
Guy William Playfair to be its general 
director. 

Mr. Playfair was born in Baldur, Man., 
Sept. 12, 1882. In his younger years he 
was an outstanding athlete. He received 
his training for Christian work at the 
Moody Bible Institute, and first went out 
as a missionary in 1911, under the Sudan 
Interior Mission. 

In 1917, Mr. Playfair was appointed 
field director, the first to fill that post. 
For twenty-seven years he has been the 
honored leader on the western field, as 
the work has grown to its present large 
proportions. He has shown himself a 
man of integrity, faith, vision, and 
dauntless courage. The physical vitality 
of the athlete has been expended unstint- 
ingly in the proclamation of the gospel 
as he has traveled far and wide in ad- 
ministrative duties. His missionary 
statesmanship is well known in African 
governmental and missionary -circles. 

The Sudan Interior Mission has just 
witnessed the greatest year—spiritually 

‘and materially—in its history. The Lord 
has already indicated that even greater 
things are before the mission as they 
continue in faith and sanctified effort. 

After a period of furlough, Mr. Play- 
fair will make his headquarters at Jos, 
Nigeria, where he will be able, with mod- 
ern means of transportation and com- 
munication, to keep in close touch with 
all the fields as well as with the home 
councils in North America, Great Britain, 
Australia and New Zealand.

Golden Nuggets 


for Bible Students

A BABBLER? 

“What will this babbler say?” (Acts 
17:18). The Greek word translated “bab- 
bler” is crepyoddyos (spermologos). This 
was the Athenian characterization of the 
great apostle. The word is from sperma, 
“seeds,” and leg6, “to collect,” a collection 
of seeds, used especially of the daw or 
crow that picks up grain in the fields. 
When used of men, it referred to men 
lounging about the market place and 
picking up a subsistence by whatever may 
chance to fall from the loads of mer- 
chandise. 

The word thus came to be used of a 
man who picked up scraps of information 
and retailed them second hand. A Greek 
writer speaks of rhetoricians who were 
mere collectors of words and consistent 
plagiarists. The word is applied to those 
who made a show in unscientific style, of 
knowledge which they had received from 
misunderstanding of lectures. It was ap- 
plied to one who was quite outside any 
literary circle, an ignorant, vulgar plagia- 
rist. 

The question these philosophers asked 
is not found in the future tense in the 
Greek text, but in the optative mode, 
which is used to express what would hap- 
pen as the fulfillment of some supposed 
condition. It is, “What would this sper- 
mologos say?” the condition being either, 
“sranted he could say anything,” or “if 
we would listen to him,” or “if his words 
have any meaning.” That was the intel- 
lectual atmosphere in which Paul had to 
preach the gospel in Athens. 

“All the Athenians and strangers which 
were there spent their time in nothing 
else, but either to tell, or to hear some 
new thing” (Acts 17:21). The word “new” 
is the translation of xawérepov (kainot- 
eron), a comparative adjective, more ac- 
curately, “some newer things,” namely, 
something newer than that which had 
just preceded it as new up to the time of 
asking. 

The use of the comparative indicates 
the voracious appetite of the Athenians 
for news. But it indicates something else. 
It shows the changeable state of mind of 
the Athenian philosopher, his failure to 
find foundational truths, his unsuccessful 
attempt to arrive at something that satis- 
fied. It shows his lack of mental and 
spiritual poise. Hardly had one new idea 
been toyed with, but it was cast aside as 
old and useless. That is the best that 
philosophy can do for a man. How dif- 
ferent from revelation. The Christian 
can say, “I know, I am persuaded, this 
one thing I do,” for his thinking rests 
upon the eternal verities, the great foun- 
dation truths of Holy Writ.

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Central Information 
Bureal 
for Prisoners of War 


INCE the outbreak of the war in Sep- 
S tember, 1939, the International Red 
Cross at Geneva, Switzerland, has main- 
tained a bureau of information for pris- 
oners of war. Auxiliary offices are scat- 
tered all over the little country to help 
with the overwhelming work. Of the five 
thousand two hundred employees more 
than four thousand are volunteer work- 
ers. 

The bureau forms the connecting link 
between prisoners and victims of war of 
all nations and their respective families. 
It takes care of the exchange of mail, 
notification of relatives, the inspection 
of prisoners’ camps, and the exchange 
of the critically wounded. Incoming mail 
brings from fifty to sixty thousand letters 
daily. 

Another department cares for the 
distribution of articles of food and 
clothing, medicines and reading matter. 
Seventeen thousand railroad cars have 
been used for the transportation of these 
necessities.

rR. and Mrs. Angus Cunningham, of 
the Unevangelized Fields Mission, 
send a report of their experiences in the 
Xingu area in Brazil published in Light 
and Life: 

“One might think that such a corner 
of the world would seem lonely and 
quiet, and if it were only for the Bra- 
zilian families living here, it would be, 
both for them and us; but thirty bright- 
eyed Indian boys as full of life and 
pranks as it is possible to be, guarantee a 
full sixteen-hour day of noise, interest, 
exasperation, laughter, and the mutual 
affection which makes this a very happy 
home. 

“A small motor boat was heard coming 
up the river, and the government repre- 
sentative of the Indian Protection So- 
ciety arrived. In all the years he has 
received money from the government he 
has done very little to help the Indians. 
He spends most of his time in the city 
or traveling, only making his visits to 
the Indians often enough to impede, as

far as he can, the work of the Lord 
among us. As an enemy of the gospel 
he declared he would rather see the 
boys back in their savage state than with 
the missionary. 

“As foreigners in this land, we have no 
human defense, rights, or privileges, and 
not being able to oppose this attack of 
the enemy openly, we shed tears and our 
hearts were sickened to see most of the 
boys herded off, some angry, others cry- 
ing. 

“But some adamant ones, whom he 
could not move, accompanied us on a 
planned evangelistic trip. 

“The boys made farina for the jour- 
ney, and then led the way, paddling in 
a@ small canoe. Ours was loaded with 
farina, beans, rice, Brazil nuts, turtles 
and chickens, for our daily needs; the 
nine Indian boys, two Indian girls, one 
Kayapo man and wife, three mission- 
aries, and a baby—a total of seventeen. 

“The rapids were passed with poles 
and ropes; at night we ate around the 
fire and slung hammocks and mosquito 
nets in riverside dwellings. Once, ‘when 





we slept in an uninhabited, poorly 
thatched house, a deluge of rain brought 
a rude awakening and all stumbled about 
in the darkness wrapping up hammocks 
and hunching about the fire to watch the 
dim dawn break. On the fourth day we 
arrived in Sao Feliz, where the Frescoe 
flows into the Xingu River. 

“We also brought with us the little 
gasoline motor to run the picture projec- 
tor, amplifier and electric light. These 
gifts have contributed to many bright 
hours on our station and this is their 
first experience at evangelism. Most of 
the people in Sao Feliz had never seen 
an electric light and its results in bring- 
ing out this very Romanish and unbe- 
lieving people have been more than grati- 
fying. Many come to stare at the light, 
and when the music begins they dash 
out, fearing to listen to the cursed Prot- 
estant.” 





A PROTRACTED MEETING 


Among the Quiche Indians in Guate- 
mala, the church has recently held a 
meeting to write home about. The Quiche 
New Testament, in a language never be- 
fore reduced to writing, was finally in the 
hands of the American Bible Society for 
publication after a quarter of a century 
of patient work by Dr. and Mrs. Paul 
Burgess. It was decided that a “pre- 
audition” was in order. So on Dec. 6 last, 
Bible Sunday, a continuous reading of 
the New Testament was arranged. 

A relay of twenty-five Indian readers 
agreed to take their turns for a half hour 
apiece, and beginning on Saturday at 
5:00 p.m. the Word of God was read con- 
tinuously in a language all could under- 
stand. Indians came into church with 
their families, listened respectfully for 
two or three hours, and went out again 
for food, while others took their places. 
The number of listeners varied between 
nine and 150, but some were always there. 
Through the night of Saturday and all 
day Sunday the reading continued, some 
readers taking part as many as four 
times. Finally, after thirty-six hours, on 
Monday morning at 5:00 a.m. the labor of 
love was ended and Quiche Indians could 
now be certain that the Christian Book 
was at last really theirs. 

_. During the reading, at 1:30 am. on 
Sunday, Dr. Burgess went to answer a 
tapping on the door. A young Indian 
asked if he could come in. He listened 
quietly for more than two hours, then 
arose and asked the missionary to follow 
him into the street. He was a stranger, 
but in the conversation that followed, it 
was evident that he had the contents of 
some of Dr. Burgess’ tracts on the tip of 
of his tongue.

IN NEW GUINEA 

Excerpts from a report sent home by 
the secretary of a group of Christian sol- 
diers who have banded together for wor- 
ship and service: 

“We, a group of Christian soldiers in 
New Guinea, bring you greetings in the 
name of our Lord and Master, Jesus 
Christ. We know that you are interested 
in us. This letter therefore comes to you 
in appreciation of the many prayers 
which have ascended to the throne of 
God in our behalf. 

“Our group evolved from a nucleus of 
three men who met for the first time in 
Christian fellowship about thé middle of 
September. It was my privilege to join 
this little group the first of October. We 
met each evening after supper, and 
prayed that others might join with us. 
Nearly every night we would see a new 
face, which fact greatly encouraged us. 
We were finding something there that we 
had not found elsewhere. We met for the 
one purpose of worshiping God in spirit 
and in truth, and to be able to tell others 
about His saving power. 

“As the size of our group grew, we 
found the tent would no longer hold the 
crowds, and that we would need a larger 
and better place for our services. About 
the first of November we decided to build 
a little chapel. We did not know where 
we could get the necessary material, but 
we felt led of God. We took for our own 
that wonderful promise in Philippians 
4:19, ‘My God shall supply all your needs 
according to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus.’ 

“One afternoon two of our men, Rich- 
ard Imbler and Orville Cox, seeing some 
lumber floating around loose out in the 
bay, swam out and pulled it into shore. 
We got a truck and hauled it to the spot 
we had chosen to build our chapel. We 
could see that God was answering our 
prayers in a marvelous manner. In less 
than two weeks we were worshiping in a 
beautiful little chapel, twenty by thirty 
feet, very conveniently located. It was 
my privilege to dedicate this little chapel 
Nov. 19, 1943. 

“Since that time God has wonderfully 
blest us. We have recently had to enlarge 
the chapel to accommodate the large 
crowds. We are especially rejoicing in 
that many soldiers have found Jesus 
Christ as their personal Saviour for the 
first time, and others have been re- 
claimed. 

“The first of December we felt led to 
place a box in the rear of the chapel for 
free-will offerings which we would send 
to various Bible schools, orphanages and 
other Christian institutions. In the past 
three months between -four and five hun- 
dred dollars have been sent out from this

MISSIONARY EDUCATION 

Some one has said that we are now 
having a new laymen’s appraisal of for- 
eign missions, conducted by thousands of 
servicemen on a tour of our mission fields 
at Uncle Sam’s expense. Their experi- 
ence is admirably illustrated by reports 
from the mission in Iran, where Ameri- 
can service battalions are rushing vital 
war supplies through the back door to 
Russia. 

The first troops were amazed to find 
that there were not only missionaries but 
an active Christian church in this Mos- 
lem country. Many of them made friends 
with the missionaries, played with their 
children and ate their homemade cake. 
To relax once more in an American liv- 
ingroom made home seem real and not a 
slowly fading dream. 

They felt at home, too, in the Persian 
church. Some of the first American ne- 
groes ever seen in Iran sang their spir- 
ituals to packed congregations. An 
American army chaplain held evangelis- 
tic services in the mission chapel, espe- 
cially for military men. 

Christmas, 1943, was a notable day for 
international Christianity in Teheran. 
The missionaries distributed a printed 
invitation to servicemen to attend all the 
chief church gatherfngs in honor of the 
birth of Christ. The cover depicted the 
coming of the Magi, drawn by one of the 
leading miniature painters of Iran, a for- 
mer Moslem, now a church member. It 
was something to celebrate Christmas 
along with Christians of many nationali- 
ties in the land from which the Magi 
came. 

At such close range, some American sol- 
diers find missions contagious. A jeep 
stops each m.orning at the mission com- 
pound in Teheran. Out jumps a little 
Persian boy with face scrubbed, clothes 
impeccable, and books under his arm, and 
trots into the primary school of the 
church. Again in the afternoon an Amer- 
ican soldier driver takes him back to 
camp. He is the company mascot, once a 
dirty, scabrous orphan beggar picked up 
off the road. The boys cleaned up the 
outside of him, then saw there was ig- 
norance and superstition inside, and the 
Christian school was the inevitable next 
step. 

Many a “G.I. Joe” will never again 
need a theoretical explanation of what 
missionary work is all about. He knows. 
—Foreign Affairs Bulletin.

sured that the program of the church, 
planned for the summer, will continue in 
an orderly way. Here are some questions 
which he should insist be answered. 

1. The church school. Assuming that 
a skeleton school will be maintained, have 
teachers been assured? Fewer teachers 
will be needed but what school is main- 
tained, should offer good instruction. 

2. The pulpit supply. Have all of the 
dates been filled? Have the speakers been 
announced? Has sufficient information 
regarding them been collected to give 
intelligent guidance to the laymen who 
will act as their hosts and to give a few 
lines to the local newspapers? Does the 
church treasurer understand the amount 
of the compensation and that it should 
be given the visiting clergyman on his 
visit—not mailed weeks after? 

3. Have arrangements for taking care 
of pastoral work been completed and 
made clear? If the.minister is available 
to return for emergencies, will the people 
know how to get in touch with him? If 
he has arranged with a neighboring min- 
ister or ministers, has this been made 
perfectly clear? 

4. If members of the congregation are 
representing the church at summer con- 
ferences or camps, have the arrangements 
been completed so that there will be no 
slip-up? This is especially important 
where youth are concerned. 

5. Assuming that the ushers will be on 
a vacation, have arrangements been made 
for hosts at the Sunday services? Has 
the financial secretary a substitute to 
pick up the offering if he is away? Have 
the music plans been made so there will 
be suitable organ and vocal music during 
the season?—-Church Management.

ents do not realize that it is up to them 
to guide their children in the practice of 
religion in daily life and when they do 
come to realize it, they do not know how 
to go about the most important task of 
interpreting religious truths to their chil- 
dren in terms of the common life. 

“And the church has failed, in most 
instances, to offer them instruction and 
guidance in this field. It is not a simple 
task for parents to teach their children 
to recognize evil tendencies in the com- 
plex pattern of modern life, to strengthen 
them to stand fast when tempted to de- 
part from standards of Christian life by 
the most seductive and intriguing type of 
worldliness history has recorded. It is 
never a simple task to apply abstract 
formulae to complex situations, to trans- 
late theory into practice, to work out 
one’s faith and convictions in terms of 
daily life. The fine art of Christian liv- 
ing,” concluded the judge, “must be 
taught. It can be taught only in the 
home. Parents must be the teachers. But 
they must be taught to teach. And the 
church must teach the parents. This the 
church has not recognized—hence the 
breakdown of the Christian home as a 
training center for youth, hence juvenile 
delinquency among Christian young peo- 
ple.”—American Lutheran. 
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THE LAYMAN’S OPPORTUNITY 

“The work of a minister is to perfect 
saints so that they may become soul- 
winners. Personal work is the layman’s 
God-given task, and he can usually do it 
with better results than the pastor. 

“The circle of leaders in the early 
Church was started through personal 
work among individuals. It is a method 
Christ adopted in the beginning, so that 
His work might be continued and prog- 
ress might be made all through the week, 
as well as on the Sabbath day. 

“Personal work, done by preacher and 
layman, was not only the method used 
to bring mighty revivals in the days of 
the apostles, but has also been the 
method of almost every Holy Ghost re- 
vival since. 

“The layman, without the barrier of 
professionalism, may turn many to right- 
eousness, and shine ‘as the stars forever 
and ever’” (J. W. Montgomery). 

Very frequently the problem of evan- 
gelism is under discussion. There is a 
consideration of meager results and of 
results which seem good but which fade 
out after a few weeks. Is there no an- 
swer? There is. It is found in personal 
evangelism. The pastor who is able to 
lead his people in this has done the great 
task of the church. 

In the name of our Lord and for His 
praise and for the sake of the souls of 
men, let us press down at this point.— 
The Free Methodist.

Inside the pamphlet 
there were the latest speeches of Roose- 
velt, Churchill, Sikorski, the Bishop of 
Westminster, and others, and also all the 
important recent speeches on-the subject 
of Poland. 

The fighters of the Polish Underground 
resort to even the most fantastic ideas 
in their constant efforts to achieve great- 
er safety and efficiency in the distribu- 
tion of underground publications. That 
was one of these tricks which may now 
be revealed, for it dates back to 1942 and 
is no longer used.—Poland Fights.

these, as many things were in individual 
leather cases and held under lock and 
key. It takes a Dr. Guppy to bring some 
of these to the eyes of ordinary folks like 
the writer.

“Another argument is that an unin- 
terrupted succession of writers from 
apostolic times to the present day, friends 
and enemies alike, either quote the 
sacred writings or make allusion to them. 
“The genuineness of the books of the 
New Testament is far more decisively 
corroborated than is the genuineness of 
any of the classical authors, the validity 
of which is never called in question. All 
the works of classical antiquity depend 
on manuscripts written long after their 
composition.”

phetic portions of Scripture, recognizes 
their literalness, and rightfully employs 
them as an incentive to holy living and 
missionary zeal.

THE LORD’S BODY 
C.H.W., Albion, Mich. 


Question: Do the words, “which is 
broken for you” (I Cor. 11:24), refer to 
the Lord’s body or the bread? 


Answer: They refer primarily to the 
bread. The body of the Lord Jesus was 
not broken in the sense in which the 
bread is literally broken. It was not 
broken at all unless we consider the spear 
thrust in His side as a breaking of His 
body. In the institution of the Lord’s 
Supper (Matt. 26:26; Mark 14:22), the 
word broken does not occur at all. Luke 
22:19 says, “My body which is given for 
you.” The word broken, or given, simply 
means slain or given unto death for you, 
and the Lord’s Supper with its breaking 
of the bread is to remind us of Christ’s 
giving Himself in vicarious death for our 
sins.

MINISTERIAL TITLES 
J.G.G., Cambridge, Mass. 


Question: Is there any Scripture au- 
thority for the titles of “Reverend,” 
“Most Reverend,” etc? Would it not be 
more Christlike to use the term 
“Pastor”? 


Answer: The terms Reverend, Right 
Reverend, etc., are not found in the 
Scriptures as such, but as denoting a par- 
ticular office, or responsibility, or even 
authority, they certainly are so found. 
The terms bishop or overseer, presbyter 
or elder, and deacon are frequently found 
in Paul’s epistles (Acts 20:28; Phil. 1:1; 
I Tim. 3: 1, 2; Titus 1:7, etc.; I Tim. 4:14; 
5:1, 17-19), and he exhorts to honor 
such. Most denominations today are 
content with the designation or title 
“Reverend.” Perhaps the simple term 
“Pastor” does sound a little less preten- 
tious, but it is nonetheless a title and 
would probably, if generally adopted, 
come to have in the end much the same 
connotation and distinction as any other 
title. The difficulty lies not so much in 
the title as in the person. Many who 
have borne the title Reverend, and even 
Right Reverend and Bishop have been 
justly noted and honored for their god- 
liness, scholarship and humility, while 
on the other hand the term Pastor is no 
guarantee of such character. There were 
“pastors” or shepherds in the Old Testa- 
ment who were branded as false, and 
suffered the severest indictments at the 
mouth of God (Jer. 2%:1-4; Ezek. 34:1- 
16).

Question: What is the meaning of 
the parables in Matthew 5:40, 41? 


Answer: These are not parables but 
principles. Behind verse 41 is a certain 
form of compulsory service required of 
the people by the Roman military in oc- 
cupied lands. These principles are to be 
understood as in “the spirit,” and not 
according to the “letter” of the law. 
They do not refer to or regulate specific 
cases and are therefore not binding in 
that sense. They are principles of the 
kingdom and set forth the love, long-suf- 
fering, and magnanimity by which true 
children of the kingdom should be gov- 
erned. They are based upon the charac- 
ter of the King, who loved and gave, 
and who bids us emulate His example. 
They are in contrast to the Pharisaic 
perversion of the letter of the law with 
its absence of mercy’and its circumven- 
tions. These principles relate primarily 
to the conditions which should govern 
in a community of believers, particularly 
the kingdom. But, exercised with dis- 
crimination and with regard to condi- 
tions and circumstances, they should 
govern the believer’s life everywhere and 
always. Common sense and a mind in- 
structed by the Word of God and il- 
lumined by the Holy Spirit will be a 
sufficient guide in their practice.

THE BIRTHRIGHT IN GENESIS 49 
A.P., Davenport, Iowa 

Question: What does the birthright 
mean in Genesis 49? Was it given to 


, Judah (v. 9), or was it given to Ephraim, 


since verse 24 says “from thence is the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel”? 


Answer: The birthright referred pri- 
marily to the headship of the family or 
tribe, and belonged normally to the first- 
born. It was forfeited by Reuben, Jacob’s 
firstborn, because he proved himself un- 
worthy of it, especially in view of its 
particularly solemn obligation in this 
case. 

There is a sense in which Jacob be- 
stowed the birthright upon Joseph by 
giving him the double portion of the 
firstborn. He did this by making him 
two tribes—Ephraim and Manasseh 
(Gen. 48:5, 6, 22). But the birthright 
was Joseph’s (if at all) only in a ma- 
terial sense. The true birthright was 
Judah’s in the spiritual sense in that 
through him and his seed the promise 
of blessing to mankind was to be ful- 
filled in Christ. The descendants of 
Judah, the Jews, will yet be used, as a 
people, as the bearers of the good tidings 
of salvation in Christ to the nations (Isa. 
2:1-5; 60:1-3; Zech. 8:23), and not the 
Ephraim whose descendants are no- 


Ae 
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where found as a tribe or people today. 
The promise to Joseph was really little 
more than a promise of great fruitful- 
ness and blessing (Gen. 48:20; 49:25, 26). 
The Stone (v. 24) most certainly does 
not stem from Joseph. The Stone and 
the Shepherd are in apposition with 
“the Mighty God of Jacob.” That Stone 
is the One spoken of in Genesis 49:10 
from the tribe of Judah who will bear 
the scepter and to whom all will render 
obedience. It is the Stone of Isaiah 8:14; 
28:16; Psalm 118:22; Romans 9:32, 33; 
I Peter 2:6-8.

THE KEYS OF DEATH 
A.B., West Salem, Ore. 

Question: Is it right to say from 
I Corinthians 15:26 that Satan has the 
keys of death? Is it not rather Christ 
(Rev. 1:18) who holds the keys? 

Answer: There is nothing in I Corin- 
thians 15:26 to indicate that Satan has 
the keys of death. Satan is the great de- 
ceiver, blinding the minds of those who 
do not believe (II Cor. 4:3, 4), deluding 
(II Thess. 2:9-12), and taking captive 
(II Tim. 2:26) the unwilling to believe 
and the unwary. But he has not the pow- 
er of death (Job 2:6), or over death, 
which is meant by the figure “the keys 
of death.” Death was God’s judgment 
upon sinning man who had forfeited the 
right to live, and could only receive life 
by God’s grace in Christ. In I Corin- 
thians 15:26, death is personified as be- 
ing the last enemy to be overcome, since 
it does violence to the divine glory and 
defeats or hinders the divine purpose; 
but the overcomer is most certainly the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He holds the keys 
of death or of hades (Rev. 1:18), since 
He will raise the victims of hades and 
will no longer allow it to swallow up new 
victims. This resurrection, it must be 
borne in mind, is of twofold aspect: 
for believers it is to everlasting light and 
life; for unbelievers it is to everlasting 
darkness and torment.

ALLEGORY IN SCRIPTURE 
E.E.T., Madison, Wis. 

Question: Will you please explain the 
allegory in Galatians 4:24? What parts 
of the Bible are considered allegorical? 

Answer: This is not an allegory in 
the technical sense of a method of inter- 
preting Scripture. The apostle really 
says here, “which things being allegor- 
ized,” or allegorically speaking. The 
things he says here may be taken in a 
double sense; first literally, and then 
as having spiritual significance. The 
two sons of Abraham are types of the 
two covenants in which the apostle seeks 
to show that true liberty is the essential 
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character of the Christian dispensation. 
Ishmael, the son of the bondwoman, is 
the covenant given on Mount Sinai and 
represents the law, to which all who 
are under it are in bondage to it to ren- 
der perfect obedience, even though sin-. 
ful nature prevents them from doing 
so. Isaac is the covenant of grace in 
Christ, who being perfect has kept the 
law perfectly for us, and has placed a 
higher law within us, the law of love. 
Ishmael represents the natural birth, of 
the flesh, which cannot inherit the king- 
dom of God; Isaac, the supernatural 
birth, of the promise, of grace, of the 
Spirit, and the freedom from the bond- 
age it brings. This allegory is not to be 
confused with that system of interpreta- 
tion, practiced by many early Church 
Fathers, which wrought confusion and 
harm by reading hidden, mystical mean- 
ings, often extravagant and fantastic, 
into the plainest of Scripture statements. 
There is no doubt allegorical meaning in 
many “literal” passages of Scripture, 
but there are no particular allegorical 
portions. Spiritual discernment, based 
upon familiarity with the Scriptures and 
dependence on the Holy Spirit, will be a 
safe guide in this matter.

ARE ALL SAVED? 
D. W. S., Fort Knox, Ky. 
Question: Please explain I Timothy 


4:10. Is not God the Saviour only of 
those who believe? 


Answer: Certainly only those are 
saved who believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I Timothy 4:10, part of which 
does say, “God, who is the Saviour of all 
men, specially of those who believe,’ 
should be understood in connection with 
such verses of Scripture as I Timothy 
2:4 and II Peter 3:9, which declare that 
God will “have all men to be saved” and 
is “not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance.” 
This makes clear that not all will be 
saved. He is the Saviour of all men only 
in the sense that He has made full and 
sufficient provision for the salvation of 
all, if they will believe and repent. The 
word “specially” could signify that this 
salvation becomes actual only in believers. 
Apart from this there is a sense in which 
the word “saved” could here mean pre- 
served. The Hebrew equivalent of “saved” 
in the Old Testament may also mean 
deliverances of many kinds, and preser- 
vation in a general sense. It is indeed 
true that God is the preserver of man- 
kind and specially of His own, or man 
would long since have perished altogether. 
But there is no basis whatever here for 
universalism, or the doctrine that all will 
be saved from sin and its punishment 
regardless of faith in the atonement of 
Christ. Such scriptures as John 3:36 and 
II Thessalonians 1:9, indeed, the whole 
New Testament teaching, show how un- 
true and dangerous such a theory is.

July 9 
TAKING POSSESSION OF CANAAN 


Joshua 14:6-14; Judges 1:20, 21 


Golden Text: Thou hast wholly 
followed the Lord.—Joshua 14:9. 


OMPANIONS in battle, usually means 

friends and comrades for life. Josh- 
ua, of whom we studied last week, had 
such a friend in Caleb. Together they 
had faced the crises of life. 

“We need to know more about good 
men who are occasionally great, and less 
about great men who are occasionally 
good,” says the Lesson Commentary, in 
pointing out that Caleb is one of the 
characters about whom the Bible does 
not say much, but in every case the word 
is one revealing high and noble character. 
Consider such passages as Numbers 13:6, 
30; 14:7-9, 24, 30; 26:65, as well as our 
lesson for today. 

The background for our study is the 
story of Caleb’s courageous stand with 
Joshua when the spies returned from 
their visit to Canaan, which is related in 
Numbers 13. He was then a compara- 
tively young man, but demonstrated by 
his every word and deed that he had 
from his youth learned to know and obey 
God. 

Note first of all Caleb’s— 


I. Perfect Obedience (Josh. 14:6-8). 

“I wholly followed the Lord my God.” 
Such a testimony from a man like Caleb 
is no idle boast, no effort to parade his 
faith and piety before others. In saying 
it he was repeating what God and Moses 
had both said about him. In his heart he 
knew it to be true. 

It is God’s will for each of His children 
that they should come to such a place of 
simple trust and complete obedience that 
in every circumstance of life they need 
know only one thing—God’s will, and 
then in faith to go and doit. It is a life 
beautiful in its transparent simplicity and 
powerful in the strength of God Himself. 


II. Promised Inheritance (v. 9). 

“Surely the land whereon thy feet have 
trodden shall be thine inheritance.” Such 
was the promise of God through Moses. 
Forty-five long years had elapsed, but 
down through this period of wilderness 
wanderings and the conflict in subduing 
Canaan the promise had lived in Caleb’s 
heart. He knew it would be fulfilled, and 
he waited serenely for God’s time. 

Such also are the promises of God 
which keep the heart singing in our hours 
of trial and sorrow, which light up the 
dark ways, which strengthen the heart of 
His children. Learn God’s promises, 
cherish them in your heart, expect God 
to fulfill them.

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“The Lord hath kept me alive... and 
Iam ...strong.” Here was a man kept of 
God, in full vigor in his eighty-fifth year, 
“like a rock in a changeful sea, like a 
snow-capped peak in a change of cloud 
and storm and sun” (Meyer). No doubt 
there was here what our forefathers liked 
to call “the longevity of the antedilu- 
vians”; but even apart from that, let us 
recognize that life and strength come 
from God, and that those who walk with 
God in holy living may count on Him for 
the renewed strength of Psalm 103:5. 


An incidental but extremely important 
lesson we should learn is that God has no 
age deadline. The church has frequently 
sinned against Him and against His 
faithful servants by “shelving them” for 
younger men, when they would have 
brought blessing if the church had en- 
couraged and used them. The writer of 
these lines is a young man, but he would 
speak here a word of loving admonition 
regarding his honored brethren who have 
gone on before to bear the brunt of the 
battle. 


IV. Powerful Assurance (vv. 12-15; 
Judg. 1:20, 21). 

“If ... the Lord will be with me, then 
I shall be able.” Caleb asked for no easy 
task. He was ready to go up against the 
giants of Hebron. Read Deuteronomy 
3:11, and you will find that there were 
men in those days who needed thirteen- 
foot beds. But Caleb was not afraid. He 
counted not on his own strength, but on 
the power of God. 

It is significant that while the other 
sections of Canaan were only partially 
conquered, Caleb brought his formidable 
adversaries entirely under control, so 
that “the land had rest from war” (v. 15). 
The verses in Judges 1 indicate that Caleb 
was as good as his. word. He was a 
doughty, God-fearing eighty-five year 
old. His faith is here contrasted with the 
shameful unbelief and failure of Israel. 

The spiritual application to our day is 
evident and appropriate. There are giants 
in the land. Corruption—social and in- 
dividual—raises its brazen head. Drunk- 
enness and vice leer at us with the impu- 
dent suggestion that we cannot control 
them. 

There are giants “within us—greed, 
selfishness, love of ease, lust, passion, 
cruelty” (Blaikie). 

Are we to do nothing about them? If 
we are to meet them in the strength of 
the flesh, we might almost as well do 
nothing. But in the power of God, we 
are like Caleb—able. In His name we 
may do something about it! For His 
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SUCCESSES SAND JFAILURES 


Judges 2:6-16 


Golden Text: Righteousness ex - 

alteth a nation; but sin is a re- 
proach to any people.— Proverbs 
14:34, 


and individuals is ultimately deter- 
mined by their attitude toward the law 
of God. He is always right and true. 
The constant factor in a world order that 
swings wildly from one extreme to an- 
other, is His law, which is perfect and 
eternal. 

God is no respecter of persons. Even 
Israel, His own chosen nation, found that 
observing God’s law meant blessing, and 
failure to do so brought judgment and 
sorrow. No man is great and powerful 
enough to ignore this rule—and none is 
exempt from its operation.

I. Remembering God Brings 
Blessing (vv. 6-9). 

Although Israel had not fully obeyed 
God’s command, and had been rebuked 
by an angel of the Lord for their failure 
(Judg. 2:1-5), they had come into a meas- 
ure of their inheritance under Joshua. 

They now possessed that inheritance 
and entered into enjoyment of it (v. 6). 
It is one thing to have an inheritance, 
but another thing to claim it and make 
use of it. Countless Christians have 
never taken out their inheritance in 
Christ. All they have is the earnest (Eph. 
1:14) or “down payment.” 

God never meant that any child of His 
should live a poverty-stricken spiritual 
life, or should go halting on first one side 
and then the other. He has made provi- 
sion for a full-orbed, strong and joyful 


’ life. Why not enter upon your full in- 


heritance in Christ now? 

As the people of Israel took possession 
of the land, they went forward in the 
way of blessing as long as Joshua, and the 
elders who remembered God, kept them 
steady and true. We have here an ex- 
cellent illustration of the power of a 

godly example. It is far stronger than 
we think. 

Remembering God and His mighty 
works and keeping His righteous law al- 
ways bring blessing to a people. “Right- 
eousness exalteth a nation but sin is a 
reproach to any people” (Prov. 14:34). 


II. Forgetting God Brings Back- 
sliding (vv. 10-13). 

The fact that a people has been highly 
privileged and has been exalted to a 
place of power and honor will not save it 
in the day when God is forgotten. Israel 
no longer had God-fearing men to bring 
it back to God, and so began its awful 
drifting away from God.

We Americans are rightly proud of our 
great land, its mighty resources, its fine 
past and promising future. But wait— 
what is the future to be? Oh, we say, 
the most glorious days are ahead. They 
may be, but only if we, like our forefa- 
thers who established this nation, recog- 
nize God. If we do not, America will go 
the way of the forgotten empires of cen- 
turies past, and that in spite of all its 
past achievements and its present prom- 
ise. 

Let us always remember that America 
is not some vague entity apart from us, 
for we, you and I, are America, we deter- 
mine what it shall be, and how it shall 
relate itself to God. Let us be sure that 
no one we know ever forgets God. 

It is a significant thing that the leaders 
of our nation often come from Chris- 
tian homes, but it is sad that they are so 
frequently not Christians themselves. 
Their lives are shaped by the teaching 
and influence of godly parents who reared 
them, but what will their children do if 
they are not brought up in ine fear and 
admonition of the Lord? 

We may be able to ride along for a 
generation on the spiritual momentum 
imparted by our Christian parents, but 
it gradually runs down. Then we will 
find ourselves where Israel did—without 
the true God, and open to every false cult 
and ism. Instead of “coasting,” why not 
seek anew the power of God which will 
send us forward to éver greater victories? 

Forgetting God is bad enough in its 
immediate results, but just ahead there 
is great and certain disaster. 


III. Forsaking God Brings Judg- 
ment (vv. 14-16). 

God not only will not hold a backslid- 
ing nation guiltless, but will bring judg- 
ment even if He has to turn over His 
people to a despoiling nation. He has 
instruments of individual and national 
chastisement, and He is ready to use them 
on a rebellious people. 

Notice that wherever they went the 
Lord’s hand was against them. There is 
no place to flee from the presence of 
God. Anyone who thinks he can do it, 
should read Psalm 139:7-12. It can’t be 
done. That is a comfort to the believer, 
but it is not a little disquieting to the 
unbeliever. 

God, however, always remembers mercy 
in the midst of judgment (Ps. 101:1). 
He sent judges to deliver Israel, when He 
was sure of their repentance (v. 16). “If 
there was ever a time when nations need- 
ed deliverers, it’s now. The systematic 
looting of subjugated peoples, the delib- 
erate murder of multitudes of Jews, the 
mass executions of many innocent people 
in reprisal for some patriotic act of re- 
sistance, are evils that cry to heaven. 

“If men would call on God not merely 
for deliverance but in real repentance for 
sins committed, ‘perhaps the God who 
delivered Israel’ would send deliverance 
to suffering people still” (Arnold’s Com- 
mentary).

WOMAN’S PART IN NATIONAL 
LIFE 


Judges 4:1-9, 13-16 


Golden Text: Who knoweth 
whether thou art come to the king- 
dom for such a time as this?— 
Esther 4:14. 


OMEN of our day have unprecedent- 

ed liberty of action and almost lim- 
itless opportunity to show their ability to 
meet responsibility and to accomplish 
great things. They are measuring up to 
that opportunity both in the armed serv- 
ices and in the multitude of tasks they 
are creditakly carrying on in civilian life. 

To those who seem surprised at their 
response to the nation’s need, the church 
could well testify that women have al- 
ways served well in those things which 
count most for God and country. 

It is significant that the heroine of our 
lesson lived back in the days when wom- 
an was regarded as only a bit of prop- 
erty to be used or disposed of as man 
should see fit. That she should have 
reached such a place of eminent useful- 
ness was evidence of the grace and power 
of God, working through a devoted per- 
sonality. She proves that 


I. A Woman Can Rule (vv. 1-5). 


God has established an order in the 
world which places woman where she 
best fits—in the home. There, under the 
guidance and with the help of her hus- 
band, she exerts her most powerful infiu- 
ence in the rearing of children. That is 


her normal, most effective and most 
blessed position. 

But all too often conditions in the 
world are not normal, and woman, like 
man, is thrown out of the customary 
orbit of existence. Deborah faced such a 
day. Israel had sinned and been given 
over to the chastising hand of the Ca- 
naanite. Then God heard their repent- 
ant cry and was ready to send a deliv- 
erer—as He did in the case of each of 
the judges. Apparently no man was ready 
to take up the responsibility, or willing 
to thus serve God, and so He called De- 
borah. She sat under her palm tree and 
Israel came to her for judgment. 

She typifies many women who have 
been the leaders of their people, and her 
story has been an inspiration to women 
in the church. May many more be en- 
couraged to take up the weighty prob- 
lems of moral and social righteousness, 
which the men of our nation (and oth- 
ers) do not seem to care or dare to 
attack! 

Deborah was a woman of vision. She 
was not willing that her people should 
continue in bondage. So she sought the 
help of Barak, the leader of the army. 
He was hesitant to move forward, so De- 
borah showed that 


II. A Woman Can Lead (vv. 6-9). 


Barak was a man of ability. Deborah 
gave him full credit for his capable serv- 
ice (5:1, 12), but evidently he lacked that 
initiatiye which would send him into con- 
flict with his people’s enemies. Without 
Deborah he would not go (v. 8), under 
her leadership he was willing and cour- 
ageous. 

It is easy to ridicule Barak, and no 
doubt he deserves some measure of cen- 
sure, but let us not be too severe on him. 
When the records are all in, it will be 
known that many of the feats of courage, 
the high and noble decisions, the vic- 
tories in the fields of science and culture, 
and particularly those things that have 
been accomplished in and through the 
church, were the result of the leadership 
of some woman. 

Many are the distinguished national 
and spiritual leaders who have said that 
all they were and had accomplished they 
owed to their mothers. Others speak 
with high appreciation of a noble and 
inspiring wife. 

Think also of the many social and re- 
ligious causes which have been largely 
carried on by determined and sacrificial 
women. Yes, a woman can lead, and 
often she must lead out to get the men 
to follow. 

Not all the pursuits of life are lived out 
in peace or in preparation for war. The 
time comes when battle must be joined, 
and then we see that

True it is that it was Barak who led 
his army, but he went out at the word of 
Deborah. Hers was the responsibility for 
strategy, for the determining of that im- 
portant D-day, when the blow must be 
struck. 

The courage of women in the battles 
for country makes an inspiring story.

shown by those who have quietly stood 
“py the stuff” at home, who have bravely 
parted with their cherished loved ones, 
who have borne the dark hours of loneli- 
ness, uncertainty and often of heart- 
piercing sorrow. They shall not be with- 
out their reward (see I Sam. 30:24). 

This is the place to say a further word 
of appreciation of the women of the 
church who have fought such a valiant 
fight against liquor, social degradation, 
vice, evil politics, etc. “Hats off to them!” 
May they be encouraged to go on. 

Then too, one ought to say a word of 
sad and earnest admonition to those 
countless women who have used their 
great freedom in our day as a license to 
live wicked and ungodly lives. They do 
not have the courage to stand against the 
loose moral standards, the common ac- 
ceptance of intoxicants, the immodest 
apparel of the day. 

Christian women have the golden op- 
portunity of setting a fine pattern of use- 
ful living now. Let them make the most 
of it, for the glory of God. 





July 30 
GIDEON’S FAITHFUL FEW 
Judges 7:4-7, 15-21 


Golden Text:There is no restraint 
to the Lord to save by many or by 
few—I Samuel 14:6. 


AN POWER is said to be the secret of 

victory. Our nation is concerned 
about the shortage of man power in crit- 
ical manufacturing centers. The armed 
forces are calling for more and more men 
and women. 

That will all make it a little strange to 
study and teach the lesson for today, for 
here is the story of a crucial military 
campaign in which the leader, Gideon, 
was told by God to cut down his forces. 
This happened again and again, until he 
had less than one per cent of his original 
force, which was none too large, humanly 
speaking. 

What singular thing was going on? God 
was at work and He did not want Israel 
to look to the arm of flesh, but to Him. 

Three questions are raised and an- 
swered in this interesting story. 


I. Quantity or Quality? (7:4-7). 

The Lord is looking for men to do His 
work, but He cannot use men who are 
afraid or careless. This was the lesson 
Gideon learned, and it applies to our day 
as well. 

When Gideon started out he had 32,000 
men (Judg. 7:3). Not willing that they 
should glory in their own strength and 
knowing that many of them were cowards 
at heart, the Lord told Gideon to let 
those who were afraid, go home. When 
the mob had left there was only 10,000 
left. 

How sad it is that so many are “fearful 
and afraid” (v. 3) when it comes to going 
into battle for the Lord. They sing 
cheerily, “Stand up, stand up for Jesus, 
ye soldiers of the cross; let courage rise 
with danger,” etc.; but when the bombs 
of Satan begin to fall, or the bugle calls 
for an advance into the enemy’s territory, 
they have disappeared to places of com- 
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fort and safety. What good are such sol- 
diers? The Lord told Gideon to send 
them home; perhaps the church should 
do the same. 

Then came the second test which ap- 
pears*in our lesson. Those who took the 
comfortable and easy way to drink (v. 6), 
were not alert and ready. Down went 
the number to 300; but these were men 
who were ready to obey, who were alert 
and courageous. 

The church needs to learn that large 
numbers are not the answer to her prob- 
lems. God is interested in numbers, be 
sure of that, but He is more concerned 
about quality than quantity. Let us get 
more people who are truly regenerated 
into the church, and not just more people. 


II. Man’s Power or God’s Power? 
(vv. 15-18). 

Strange as was the plan for recruiting, 
the plan of battle was even more un- 
usual. Lights, broken pitchers and trum- 
pet blasts are hardly the accepted weap- 
ons of warfare, nor does the method 
sound like military strategy. 

One can imagine what the fearful 
22,000 who were now safely at home, 
would have said to Gideon when he gave 
such a command. He was well rid of 
them at such an hour. 

This was no time for questions, for 
logical arguments, for the usual organi- 
zation of war, for now God was about to 
work. He was ready to show His power 
quite apart from the ability of man, and 
He had a right to work as He would. 

Wise and blessed is the church which 
knows that there comes a time when the 
thing to do is to put plans aside and let 
the Lord work. No one will question the 
value of organization and proper church 
“machinery,” but we need to ask our- 
selves whether we have not become so 
organized that we impede the work of 
God. 

Observe on the other hand that it was 


“the sword of the Lord and of Gideon’— 









not just the sword of the Lord. God is all 
powerful. We must not hinder His glori- 
ous working. But He works through men, 
do not forget that! He used Gideon, and 
He used Gideon’s little band. 

God’s power must accomplish God’s 
work, but that power flows out to the 
world through yielded and obedient men. 
Are we ready in the day of God’s power? 
Are we willing to do what He tells us to 
do, and to give Him both the chance to 
work and the glory for what is accom- 
plished? 


III. Running or Standing? (vv. 19- 

The enemy “ran and cried and fled.” 
“The sword of the Lord and of Gideon” 
had put them to rout. Well may the 
enemies of God be terror-stricken when 
He begins to work through His servants. 

All this was done “by faith,” for we 
find Gideon’s act of turning “to flight the 
armies of the aliens” listed among the 
exploits of faith (Heb. 11:34). 

Now, see what Gideon’s host was doing 
while the enemy ran (v. 21). “They stood 
every man in his place.” No need for 
frantic hurry with them, no fear, no ex- 
citement. 

God works that way. Remember the 
children of Israel at the Red Sea? The 
water ahead, and Pharaoh’s host to the 
rear. What to do? “Fear ye not, stand 
still and see the salvation of the Lord 
which he will show you today” (Exod. 14: 
13). 

We think also of the dark day when 
Judah was invaded by Moab, and God 
sent word through His servant, “Be not 
afraid nor dismayed .. . for the battle 
is not yours, but God’s ... Ye shall not 
need to fight .. . stand ye still, and see 
the salvation of the Lord with you” (II 
Chron. 20:15, 17). 

Perhaps the word is coming to us just 
now—Trust God rather than the power 
of man! Stand still and see what He 
will do, for His own glory! 
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POWER THROUGH SELF-DISCI- 
PLINE (TEMPERANCE LESSON) 


Proverbs 1:7-10; Jeremiah 35:5-10; 
I Corinthians 9:24-27; 
I Thessalonians 5:22 


Golden Text: And every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temper- 
ate in all things—I Corinthians 
9:25. 


ISCIPLINE — that word doesn’t sound 
exactly attractive does it? It makes 
us think of punishment for wrongdoing, 
when in reality it is a very helpful word 
which means teaching. Disciples learn, 
and thus are disciplined, so that life be- 
comes safer, simpler, and more efficient. 
When the Morro Castle caught fire, 
there was time for everyone to escape, 
but 134 of the 500 on board perished be- 
cause they fought each other. When the 
President Coolidge sank in the South 
Seas 4,500 soldiers escaped alive. What 
made the difference? Discipline, that’s 
all, but it was enough. 
There are many kinds of discipline, and 
all have their important place in pre- 
paring men to live well ordered and use- 
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1ul lives. The disciplined life has power 
to meet trials and temptations. We find 
in our lesson three kinds of discipline. 


I. Home Discipline (Prov. 1:7-10). 


The training received by the child early 
in life from its parents is of the utmost 
importance in forming character. Chil- 
dren should learn the true standards of 
life, and be held to obedience to them if 
they are later to walk in the right way. 

It is here that they most effectively 
learn the danger of the use of intoxicants 
and the importance of keeping their bod- 
ies clean and strong for the service of 
God and country. 

Some parents (possibly misled by at- 
tractive, but false theories of education) 
think that the correction or punishment 
of a child is not to be permitted. They 
assume that they are being kind to a 
child by not limiting his development, or 
trying to direct it. These are the people 
who “curse their children with kindness,” 
which is in fact the greatest of un- 
kindness. 

Such children go out into the world 
and fall prey to temptation because of 
their bold self-assurance. They often 
find their way to jails and penitentiaries 
as punishment for law-breaking. 

Only a fool (v. 7) will despise the in- 
struction of his parents, and only a fool 
of a parent will fail to give that training 
which is like “an ornament of grace” 
(v. 9) in the life of the young man or 
woman. 

But the discipline of the home needs 
the support of 


II. Social Discipline (Jer. 35:5-10). 


The social order, which concerns our 
relation to our fellow men, disciplines 
each of us. It makes many and what 
sometimes seem burdensome demands of 
us in order that we, as well as those 
around us, may have the privilege of liv- 
ing ordered and useful lives. 

Wise is the man or woman who draws 
from his fellowship with others that help- 
ful training which gives him stability and 
grace. 

The Rechabites had made a vow that 
they would not drink intoxicants, and as 
a tribe they stood by that vow even when 
tested by Jeremiah. (Note that we say 
tested, not tempted. He knew they would 
stand.) 

Fine family traditions have great value 
in guiding and controlling young people. 
We should, like the good man Jonadab 
(v. 6), establish a tradition of abstinence 
from intoxicants which will make all of 
our descendants say, “No one in our 
family ever drinks.” 

It puts men and women in the line of 
a commendable and compelling family 
custom in which they can take pride, and 
which stands by them in their hour of 
need. What are the good and fine tradi- 
tions in your family? If you do not have 
any, why not start some now? 

The training of home and of society 
has one great goal and that is 


III. Self-Discipline (I Cor. 9:24-27¢

In the life of every one of us there 
should be that determined purpose that 
life shall not be lived in careless disorder, 
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or be permitted to run out at loose ends. 

We are all running a race (v. 24), and 
it is for us so to run that we may achieve 
success. We cannot run with uncertain- 
ty (v. 26), we must know where we are 
going. 

We are fighting a fight, and at times it 
is a desperate, life-and-death struggle. ) 
We must not beat the air (v. 26), but 
strike home the telling blows which will 
bring victory over our enemies, the world, 
the flesh, and the devil. 

To do this calls for training and self- 
discipline. It means bringing the body 
and its demands into subjection. The 
man who runs in a race does not destroy 
his chances for victory by using intoxi-

A striking example 
of this is the social drink—the fashion- 
able.cocktail—the friendly glass. Abstain 
is the word—“abstain from every form of * 
evil.”

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Language the Key to the 
Missionary’s Message

Africa, Banfield came across a tribe that 
had no name for God. In the long reach 
of the centuries they had forgotten Him. 
True, they had idols and fetishes, but 
none of the names given to them could 
properly be applied to Deity. Their local 
divinity or patron saint was called Chid. 
Chid resided in a nearby grove, but Chid 
most certainly was not God. But the 
people wanted a name for God, so it was 
up to the missionary. 

They told him the sun was the greatest 
power in the universe, but they were 
certain Chid had not made the sun. In- 
deed, they did not know who made it, 
but they were certain whoever had made 
the sun should be called God. So what 
was done? Dagwi, borrowed from an- 
other tribe, was chosen, and Dagwi means 
Creator of the sun. What became of 
Chid? The people cut down the grove 
where he lived and went to the mission 
station to learn more about Dagwi. 

But you say truly that the pagan god 
Dagwi and the God of the Bible in their 
essence and being are as far apart as the 
zenith is from the nadir. How does the 
missionary integrate the larger and fuller 
meaning? Why, he begins to build 
around that name all that the Bible 
teaches about God until that old name, 
once so closely associated with heathen 
ideas and fears, begins to register the 
Christian concept. 

Neither did the Bulu have a name for 
God. Indeed, they did not know enough 
to take His name in vain. Blessed ig- 
norance! Years passed before swearing, 
that dreadful perversion of Christianity, 
reached them. 

In the midst of their spiritual poverty 
the missionary had to begin somewhere, 
so he took a word out of their native 
animism to answer to their instinct of a 
Higher Being. It was Zambe, the one 
and only indigenous word for God, and 
the missionaries did not have to go into 
heaven above to bring it down nor into 
the depths to bring it up. Zambe had 
always existed and never died. He cre- 
ated man, the gorilla and the chimpan- 
zee. Man came, multiplied, and started 
village life, while the gorilla and chim- 
panzee went into the woods to live. This 
Zambe is far off and leaves man to shift 
for himself—always the absentee land- 
lord! And this Zambe is the name the 
missionaries used for God. 

Like Dagwi it:had to be rescued from 
its isolation and poverty of meaning. The 
missionaries put into it Deity and Trin- 
ity, and the divine attributes, such as 
love, wisdom, holiness, justice, goodness, 
mercy, and truth, and the Bulu soon 
came to recognize and appreciate a new 
spiritual entity under the old name, and 
to see the propriety of spelling it with a 
capital Z, and of thinking of Zambe as 
having no equal or lawful rival. 

You have seen pictures of African huts; 
they certainly do not look like homes. 
With such a hovel as a starting point, 
how does the missionary naturalize the 
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OU’VE heard of “D-Day” 


and “V-Day” in the military plans. As a 

Sunday School leader you should also realize 

that there are “S-Days” ahead for your school.

idea of home? Dr. E. H. Richards, a 
former missionary in Portuguese East 
Africa, gave a graphic account of the 
process at the Foreign Missionary Con- 
vention at Washington, D.C., in 1925, 
when he said: “There is no word for 
home among the people where I labored. 
Ask a man where another is to be found, 
and he will say, Hangoda kaya, meaning 
literally, he has gone to his goto, the 
habitat where like an animal he always 
goes. There is no hint of a human being 
there, or a family group, or happiness. 
There is in existence no other word, so 
the translator is forced to use goto. 

“In the beginning the idea of home is 
not there, and he knows it is not there. 
But when the pagan becomes a Christian, 
love comes into the language, and home 
begins to register as a mental concept. 
In the beginning his goto was full of 
polygamy, microbes, and misery, but he 
has scarcely begun to say, ‘Our Father 
who art in heaven,’ before it begins to 
be transformed into a home. 


“Christianity will do that for a barren 
and unsanctified language; it will change 
words of the utmost poverty into the 
richest meaning. It is the missionary 
who converts the language and cleanses 
the vocabulary of a heathen people.”

not so simple that it will fail to satisfy 
those who desire to enter carefully into 
see, of the deeper problems raised by 
Mark’s Gospel. ‘ 

The book is carefuly indexed, which is 
a rare thing with expositions of any of 
the Gospels. The author ned also a very 
pen pane, Mgr ae oa isting the prin- 
cipal works which he has consulted. We 
regret that the greatest work on Mark’s 
Gospel ever written, that by the distin- 
guished New Testament theologian and au- 
thority on New Testament Greek, Dr. 
Henry Barclay Swete, is not included or 
referred to, as far as we can see. 

Occasionally we would want to disagree 
with the author, e.g., when he says that 
“good news is not good news unless it be 
heard and believed and appropriated.” 
That is hardly true. The gospel is good 
news, even before it is preached, but of 
course it is not good news to any specific 
individual until that individual has heard 
and embraced it. 

Inasmuch as the word “straightway” oc- 
curs with such great frequency in Mark’s 
Gospel, and often nowhere else, it would 
have been a good idea, I think, if Dr. Eng- 
lish had given us a page on that word. 

This book will be especially helpful for 
Sunday school teechers.

The Gospel of Luke, by Earl L.

This volume is one of a set of seventeen 
commentaries, now in preparation, which 
are intended to cover the entire New Testa- 
ment. It deals with the Scripture text in 
sections rather than the conventional verse 
by verse form. The work is scholarly and 
illuminating on many passages. The author 
does not deal with the usual and obvious 
merely, but brings to light the unusual in 
many —_— as in the case of the tempta- 
tion of our Lord, where he shows that 
Christ then and there manifested His 
method of accomplishing His mission. It 
would not be governmental and political, 
but by the cross. 

Passing over Luke 24:27 as he does, the 
author will not satisfy his readers who look 
for the literal, physical return of our Lord. 
While he does not antagonize premillen- 
nialists, he castigates extremists in date set- 
ting, as he should. His treatment of the 
“authorship” is especially good; and calling 
attention to Luke giving prominence to 
women and children is original and satis- 
factory. He will startle most of us by ob- 
serving that Luke, in writing this Gospel 
and e Acts, quantitatively speaking, 
wrote more of the New Testament than 
any other author.

After 
having studied theology on three conti- 


nents, the author admits that he started this 
pat volume in order to clarify his own 
iefs. 

As compared with the radically liberal 
writers, Mr. Smart maintains a position 
that is relatively moderate, ‘-ye 
keeping to the middle of the road. Yet his 
essays decidedly lack the glow and passion 
of a man whose soul is gripped by a pro- 
found conviction concerning the person of 
the Son of God. Appropriate and illuminat- 
ing quotations from the Holy Scripture are 
almost entirely wanting. He states that in 
his opinion the “Scriptures” are not iden- 
tical with “Revelation,” though the real 
Word of God is contained in the sacred 
gine = 

Incidentally, it is disclosed that he holds 
to the liberal theory of a second Isaiah. He 
casually mentions that he finds himself un- 
able to agree with those “who look back 
with longing eyes to the days of the old- 
fashioned gospel,” and that the wicked 
should be turned into hell together with 
the nations who forget God is “something 
so unfair and unjust that his mind rebels 
savagely.” , 

After perusing the volume one finds a 
question arising as to whether it would be 
altogether amiss for us to ay that it 
might be well for some of our laymen who 
know the living Christ to write a few chap- 
ters pointing out what preachers ought to 
believe.
